DEADLOCK IS A FIRM ONE. 


Sunday Ballot Question is 
Being Discussed. 


Sacramento County Indorses Dan 
Burns’s Candidacy. 


Mr. Huber’s Change is Still the 
Leading Sensation. 


LOT OF DAMPHOOL RUMORS, 


Burns Gang Claiming That Grant 
Will Withdraw—Knights About 
ta Make a Flop—Huber’s Course 
Generally Commended. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Four ballots for United 
States Senator were had in joint con- 
vention today, and the Republican 
forces lined up as on the preceding day, 
Some changes might have taken place 
had not legislators, who waited to see 
how the San Francisco newspapers 
hai? Speaker Wright, been afraid 


“Mexican army” of Col. Dan and the 
“American forces’ under Grant, re- 
sulted in no particular advantage to 
either. but the fact that Huber and 
Wright stood firm in the new skirmish 
line pleases the respective sides. 

To those who judge politics from the 
outside, the claim is being made that 
neither Burns, Grant nor Bulla can win, 
and this impression is helping to keep 
the “scattering” together where they 
stand. A break in Bulla’s forces, how- 
ever. is inevitable, and none can pre- 
dict what may *happen thereafter. 
Dibble caused a scare in the Burns 
ranks today by absenting himself dur- 
ing the fourth and last call of the roll. 
He returned, however, in time to cast 
the nineteenth vote for Col. Dan and 
the “boys” breathed relief. 

The Democrats today voted for James 
G. Maguire and Col. James F. Smith 
of San Francisco, commanding the 
First California Volunteers now at 
Manila. Assemblyman A. Caminetti 
and Congressman Devries in turn, 
Senator Ashe, in leading off with a vote 
for Col. Smith, referred to him as ‘“‘now 
of Manila.”” which evoked hearty ap- 
pDlause. Caminetti’s name was also ap- 
plauded. Satter voted for Sir John 
Boggs. Feeney remained faithful to 
his friend Rosenfeld, and brought over 
one more vote to him, that of Senator 
Hall. Subsequently the latter voted 
for other Democratic candidates. 

DAY'S FINAL BALLOT. 


The final ehallot of the day resulted:

BULLA CROWD STORMY. 


Huber’s Change Still the Sensation=— 
His Action Commended, 
[BY DIRECK WIRE TO THE TIMES.}- 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The weather is rainy, and 
the Bulla crowd is stormy. Huber’s 
change to Grant yesterday is the sen- 
sation of. the hour, for efforts are being 
made by those who oppose Grant’s can- 
didacy to make it appear that Huber’s 
vote was influenced by a monetary 
consideration, coming from Grant's 
managers, and the name of a well- 
known ex-Assemblyman from Los An- 
geles, now here, is being connected 
with the story, though, strange to re- 
late, the latter is now identified with 
the Bulla camp. 

The loss of the votes of Huber and 
Speaker right is a _ serious blow to 
Bulla. The latter said the other day 
that he expected it would take at least 
six ballots for him to win, but eight 
joint ballots have been taken, not 
counting the separate ballot in the Sen- 
ate and House, and Mr. Bulla, far 
from standing any show to win, has 
fallen behind Barnes, whose candidacy 
was at first not seriously taken. 

Wright, who has gone wrong, is be- 
ing buried under a mountain of obloquy 
by his former, friends and associates 
in Alameda county for his tumble- 
down at the feet of Fetich Burns. The 
morning papers from San Francisco 
contain numerous interviews scoring 
the “Smug-faced Judas,’ as Wright is 
now called. The Bulla people, or some 
of them, are letting loose weird inti- 
mations in the hope of damning Huber 
equally with Wright, but far from hav- 
ing the effect they intend, they are 
reacting upon the infatuated band, 
while Huber is receiving praise and 
congratulations from some of the most 
prominent members of the Legislature 
and some of the most prominent men 
in Los Angeles county, outside of the 
county seat. 

Scarcely had the joint convention 
adjourned yesterday before impudent 
insinuations were set afloat that Hu- 
ber’s vote had been bought by Grant. 
Some rumors had it that it was a re- 
cent purchase, and others set forth 
that the vote was ‘bargained for soon 
after the elections. Sensation mongers 
among the newspaper contingent helped 
to spread the story, commenting on it 
variously, according to whether they 
were friendly or hostile to Grant. Hu- 


and to do the latter justice he has not 
been interested in spreading false re- 
ports. WHAT THEY CAN SAY. 

Great pressuré was. »,eught to bear 
on Huber today to bring him back 
into the Bulla fold, which seems 
strange if the members actually be- 
lieve bim unworthy of their con- 
fidence. In view of the intimations 
made, the Times’ representative sought 
to ascertain the sentinfents of the 
Bulla supporters toward Huber, and 
whether or not they held any suspi- 
cion against him. Accordingly, at the 
close of the four ballots today, on 
each of which Huber voted for Grant, 
the question was put directly to the 
members, if they believed Huber’s vote 
had been bought. 

Assemblyman Cosver of Tulare said, 
in reply to the question: “I don’t 
know Huber or his antecedents, but 
my impression is that he would not 
do such a thing. There are often un- 
derlying motives guiding a man that 
are not known to the outside world, 
and when people are unable to explain 
the change of a vote they are apt to 
ascribe it to the use of money.” 

Senator Smith said Huber’s change, 
coming as it did, had an awkward 
look, but he thotight it all right, if it 
was made with a view to keeping the 
Grant line intact, after it had been 
set back by Wright going over to 
Burns. There is good feeling toward 
Huber when this explanation of his 
action is given; and, coupled with his 
denial that he violated any pledge, as 
he understood it, makes abuse from 
Bulla'’s delegation seem all the more 
unwarranted. 

Assemblyman Melick, who was most 
bitter yesterday against Huber, when 
asked if he believed that Huber had 
sold his vote, answered emphatically, 
“No: and I never have intimated such 
a thing.” 

Assemblyman Conrey said: “I won't 
be quoted except to say that I don't 
think Huber’s change was justifiable.’’ 

Assemblyman Miller declared, ner- 
yously: “I dont care:to go into print 
on the subject, but I don’t believe he 
is that kind of a man.” 

VALENTINE THE BITTEREST. 

Valentine was the bitterest of all to- 
day. “It was a very strange change,” 
he declared excitedly, “‘aand the meth- 
ods of the Grant managers have been 
most damnable and reprehensible, if 
reports are to be believed.” 

“In other words,” asked the Times’ 
correspondent, “vou don’t know 
whether money was used or not.” 

“No,” answered Valentine” viciously, 
as if he would fix such wrong doing 
upon somebody. 

ACTING LIKE NINNIES. 

The fmpression grows among sensi- 
ble men that the two or three men 
booming Bulla are acting like a pack 
of ninnies. 

“What's the matter with that Los 
Angeles delegation?’’ asked Senator 
Smith of Bakersfield today. “Why 
don’t they come over to Grant? Don’t 
they ‘see that thev are defeating the 
only chance there is of electing a Sen- 
ator from Southern California. I would 
think that the people of your county 
would call them off.” 

Senator Currier of Los Angeles 
county, when asked for his views, said 
he perfectly understood Huber 
and some other members of the dele- 
gation feel. ‘‘Huber,’’ he said, “after 
doing what he could for Bulla, has fol- 
lowed the wishes of his constituents 
and .voted for a Southern California 
man.”’ 

Currier would not discuss Huber’s 
way of doing it, but declared that it 
was not right that any of the delega- 
tion should abuse Huber, and said

NOTHING DONE 


Possible That Eagan May 
Go Unpunished, 


Secretary Alger the Only Man 
Unwilling to Talk 


Indiscreet Commissary General 
Censured by Board.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Things appear to have 
reached such a pass in the process

President McKin- 
ley and the Cabinet members, after 
talking the matter over, say they do 
not know whether anything can be 
done or not.

Everybody but Alger was willing to 
talk about the episode today.

A fos 
them essayed to ask him what he in- 
tended to do with Eagan, but he would 
not answer. Eagan himself was as 
smiling as a basket of chips. He was 
effusive to the Times’ correspondent, 
and made the following statement to 
him: 

“T felt that I was charged 
poisoning soldiers with embalmed 
beef, as an experiment. I felt that 
that was the gravest and most cruel 
charge that could be brought against 
any man, and that being the case, I 
met the charge as I thought proper, 
and I have no retractions to make.”

INTEREST 18 GREAT. 

Much Attention Given to the Scandal 
in Army Circle», 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—There was 
no abatement in the interest exhibited 


here today in all the incidents con- 
nected with the bitter attack made 
yesterday by Commissary-General 


Eagan upon Gen. Nelson A. Miles.

attract the attention of the Presi- 
dent. and in consequence a_ greater 
part of the session of the Cabinet to- 
day was given to its eonsideration. 
The principals in the case, Gens. 
Miles and Eagan, contributed little 
during the day to the controversy, but 
the war commission today acted 
promptly to redress the affront put 
upon the board itself, as the members 
regarded it. contained in the decisive 
language used by Gen. Eagan. 

Their letter returning this latter 
statement did not indicate positively 
whether or not they would receive it 
as evidence, though the objectionable 
language was excised, nor did Gen. 
Eagan himself, give any sign of any 
intention on his part to avail himself 
of the offer made by the board. His 
friends did not hesitate to intimate 
that he would expunge the objection- 
able language, but he would not say 
anything for himself, and any intima- 
tion on that score must be obtained 
from the board itself. 

The War Department officials are 
not vet clear as to what would be the 
effect of a withdrawal or modification 
of the statements. One element holds 
that officially the record failing to 
show that any objectionable language 
had been used, there would be no legal 
offense. Another takes the view that 
while the amendment of the statements 
would mitigate Gen. Eagan’s offense, 
it would not wipe it out. Another as- 
pect of the case is the bringing for- 
ward of the plea of exemption, which 
was guaranteed in the name of the 
President to all witnesses before the 
board from what they might say, but 
again the officials were divided, and 
this was also true of the members of 
the Cabinet as to whether the ex- 
emption could be claimed in this par- 
ticular case. 

Meanwhile. Gen. Miles is apparently 
awaitine for the War Department to 
act, taking the position that it is in- 
cumbent upon it and the war commis- 
sion to protect the army from such 
attacks. 

In the excitement created by 
incident, the pending issue before 
commission, the quality of the army 
beef was well nigh lost sight of.

that in its present phase, the con- 
troversyv between Gens.

It has been known for a month past 
that a bad feeling existed between the 
commanding general and the commis- 
sary-general of the army, yet such has 
been the effect through military dis- 
cipline that before yesterday this had 
not manifested itself openly. It is true 
that the two men have not come into 
close contact frequently, and their re- 
lations being confined strictly to the 
exchange of official communications, 
there was no occasion for the develop- 
ment of personal friction, but in view 
of Gen. Eagan’s known bitter feeling, 
it is now learned that it was with some 
anxiety that the friends of the two offi- 
cers saw them meet last week, the 
occasion being a periodical session of 
the managers of the Soldiers’ Home. 
Gen. Miles is ex-officio president of this 
board. and Gen. Eagan is a member 
of the board. The two officers met, 
sat at the same table and transacted 
business without the slightest signs of 
ill-feeling. and without showing a 
trace of animosity for what had gone 
before.

Same O1a Story Still Continues to 
Come from Manila. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Manila, via Hong- 
kong, says: 

“The situation here becomes graver 
hourly. The Herald correspondent vis- 
ited Gen. Aguinaldo’s outposts around 
Manila oh Saturday and Sunday.

GEN. WHEELER AND OTHERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The inquiry 
as to the status of Gen. Wheeler and 
other members of the House, who are 
in the army, will not be begun by the 
House Judiciary Committee until next

animosities. At this function of the 
Spanish colony Gen. Gomez repeated 
that he had made war against Spain 
and not against the Spaniards, and 
that all classes should work together 
to secure the payment of insurgent 
troops and the establishment of a 
Cuban republic. 

The American officials stationed at 
Caibarien were invited by the Spanish 
colony to assist in the reception to 
Gomez, and accepted. All the news- 
papers attach extraordinary signifi- 
cance to Gomez's utterances. The lead- 
ing Cuban ones fall into line, and 
radical sheets which have heen ad- 
Vising a boycott of the Spaniards, 
moderate their voilence.

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Jan. 15.—A big 
windstorm occurred here today, de- 
ranging telegraphic and telephonic 
connections. The most serious acci- 
dent which occurred during the day 


was the grounding of the British ship 
Iranian at Esquimalt. 

This morning when the storm broke, 
she dragged her anchor and was driven 
ashore at Rose Bank, which lies to 
the back of the lighthouse at the far 
side of the harbor. The tug CZav 
succeeded in getting her off. It is 
thought she has not been seriously in- 
jured. 

RAGED AT VANCOUVER.

VANCOUVER C.,) Jan. 13.—A 
strong windstorm has raged here all 
day. Already it has knocked over two 
houses, causing injuries to six people.

JEWEL ADORNS A REEF, 


Steamer a Wreck, but Crew Safe. 
One Man Hurt. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.) 

MENDOCINO, Jan. 13.—While cruis- 
ing near the entrance to Caspar Harbor 
this morning, the steamer Jewel ran 
on a reef, and she is now a total wreck, 
parts of her lying all along the shore. 
When she struck Capt. Madsen was 
asleep in his cabin and the vessel was 
in charge of the first mate. They had 
been lying off shore during the night, 
but the vessel had not completed 
her cargo, and the mate was evidently 
trying to gain an entrance to the har- 
bor when she ran on the rocks. It was 
very dark- at the time, and he ap- 
parently lost his bearings. A heavy sea 
was running, and the vessel soon began 
to break up. 

The distress signal was blown, and 
people from the town were not long in 
getting to the wreck, yet it was some 
hours before the crew was brought 
ashore. This was accomplished by 
means of a rope which was thrown 
from the shore to the vessels and on 
which a sling was rigged and the men 
brought over one at a time. All were 
rescued in this manner, except the 
cook. He was washed overboard by a 
big wave, but succeeded in getting on 
some floating wreckage. He drifted 
out toward the center of the harbor on 
his makeshift raft, and was rescued 
by some men in a boat. 

All the crew were saved, and none 
were badly hurt except First Assist- 
ant Engineer Horne, who was jammed 
in the moving cargo of lumber, while 
escaping from the engine room and had 
his arm broken. He was also injured 
internally. 

The Jewel was owned principally by 
the Caspar Lumber Company, and was 
valued at about $30,000. At the time 
she struck she had on board some 
300.000 feet of lumber, belonging to 
that company, the probable value of 
which is in the neighborhood of $4000. 
The vessel has been reduced almost to 


kindling wood by the motion of the 
waters. 


PRISONER ON KAMTSCHATK A. 


Sailor Frank Bassford of Vacaville 
Supposed to Be There.

SUISUN, Jan, 13.—Frank Bassford 
of Vacaville, supposed to have been 
drowned with other members of the 
crew of a whaling expedition six years 
is, according to story which 
has just been told to his relatives, 
here, a prisoner on the peninsula of 
Kamtschatka, having been seized by a 
Russian gunboat off the Siberian coast. 

The authority for the statement is 
Sailor Morris of the Olympia, lately 
returned from Manila.

the sailor’s release. 


MURDEROUS WIDOW, 

San Francisco Woman’s Fatal Shot 
at Policeman Kennedy.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 13.—Thomas 
H. Kennedy, a mounted policeman, 
was shot and killed this afternoon by 
Mrs. Elizabeth Regan, a widow. Mrs. 
Regan claims that Kennedy called on 
her this afternoon in a social way, and 
they became involved in a quarrel, and 
fearing harm at his hands, seized the 
officer's pistol and shot him in the 


mouth. Kennedy died on the way to 
the hospital.

(New York Journal:] Little Annie 
Albert, 2 months old, fifteen inches long 
and weighing two pounds and three- 
quarters of an ounce, is the smallest 
baby in New York today. She lives at 
Gouverneur Hospital.

thought that most of it was lungs. 

In the language of the convalescent 
patient who sweeps out the babies’ 
ward, little Annie is “up against it,” 
though she hasn't the slightest idea of 
that fact. She will learn it later. Her 
mother, Mary Albert, who was 25 years 
old and homeless, went to the institu- 
tion shortly before her birth. She said 
the baby’s father was a Salvation 
Army officer. When Annie was-10 days 
old Mrs. Albert went away on a visit

things, fear she deliberately deserted 
her. Charitable people, who bring 
flowers to the hospital and think only 
of the better side of human nature,

Annie takes up very little room in 
this world. You could put her and all 
her baggage that goes with her in a 
silk hat. She is perfectly proportioned, 
and altogether she has only doubled in 
weight in sixty days. Dr. D. H. Jones, 
who assisted in the ceremony of bring- 
ing her into the world, says she may 
grow up into a good-sized woman, per- 
haps as big as the pretty nurse who 
held her in her arms. 

“The greatest baby in the ward,” said 
the nurse. “She feels that there is some 
growth coming to her and sane is try- 
ing to get it. But she is thin. See het 
little legs, how half starved they look.” 

Annie has the preternaturally wise 
face of a foundling. It is a pretty face 
too. Her eyes are like black beads, and 
they look after visitors with a mourn- 
ful expression. She seems to realize 
that somehow or other she is suffering 
some injustice, though she does not 
know exactly what it is, for at present 
she has no specific information about 
the inequalities of wealth and station. 

They have put her in a crib under 
the big Christmas tree that. laden with 
toys and glittering things, has made a 
sort of heaven of the children’s ward. 
She looks up at the siny colored orna- 
mental globes, watching them by the 
hour and perhaps wondering if they. 
are as good to eat as they look, The 
sight of them keeps her quiet. Her 
eyes may wander for a few moments, 
but they always go back to the tree. 

There is a special nursery bottle for 
the small Annie. It only holds about 
an ounce, but that makes a big meal 
for her. If it is not ready when she 
wants it she is heard from. Her cries 
drown even the distant clang of the bell 
of the ambulance which is bringing to 
the hospital some rash mortal who 
jumped off the dock only to be fished 
out by the policeman. ; 

The other children in the ward divide 
their time watching Annie, watching 
the Christmas tree and listening to the 
constant cackle from the goose market 
across the street. They peep out and 
see wagons full of obstreperous geese 
who do not want to be sold, and make 
known their objections to their sur- 
roundings as emphatically as little An- 
nie does when things do not suit her. . 

The remarkable thing about Annie is 
her luxuriant black hair. It thatches 
her head completely and grows down 
like that on a Japanese doll, perfectly 
straight. It must be cut in a few 
weeks or {tt Wilt reach down to her 
eyes. 

“The other wonderful thing about her 
is her wisdom. She is two pounds of 
common sense. She could buy and sell 
any Fifth-avenue baby five times her 
weight. 


Soldiers Must be Swimmers, 

{Chicago Chronicle:] *In the Dutch 
army a man must be able to swim 
as well as to fight. Moreover, if he 
is in the cavalry he must have a horse 
which will take a river as easily as 
a hunter takes a fence. Swimming 
maneuvers are part of the regular drill 
there, Collapsible canvas boats, manned 
by a few oarsmen, lead the horses so 
that they do not attempt to land on 
stone quays’ and other difficult points, 
The men swim across with their horses 
and on them. They do it in swimming 
sostume, and in all the accoutrements 
of war. There are few nautical emer- 
gencies for which the Dutch army 
is not prepared. Some of the officers 
have even reached such a degree 
proficiency that not only their horses 
and kits cross the river with them, but 
their pet dogs sit upon their shoul- 
ders and are borne over, almost with- 
out wetting. 
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Ribbed Glass in Factories, 

question of the diffusion of 
T tien tn factories has been recently 

investieated by Prof. C. L. Norton. 
Some fifteen vears ago Edward Atkin- 
gun began to study the jest means of 
diffusing light through windows and 
ekylights in mills, factory buildings, 
etc., and he suggested the fixed light 
and transom window which has been 
Widely adopted in mill practice. The 
Windows had no sliding sash, and were 
glazed with thick, rough plate glass. 
While this glass cost more than ordin- 
ary glass, it was less liable to breakage; 
the sash cost lees: the thick glass re- 
tained the heat in winter. and the light 
though somewhat lessened, was better 
diffused, and no shades were needed to 
keep out the glare of the sun. Later 
on Mr. Atkinson experimented with 
Various forms of glass for this purpose, 
including prismatic, corrugated, rough, 
waved and ribbed ziaes. The preference 
Was eventually given to simple ribbed 


glass in true curves, inverse and ob- 
verse, twenty-one ribs to the inch, 
which was introduced int» mills with 


very satisfactory results. Pref. Norton 
in taking up this subject for .sloser 
study. shows at the reat wall of a room 
twenty-five feet deep, the intensity of 
the light was increased three times 
by substituting ribbed glass for plain. 
A similar increase is found on the walls 
and ceiling. but on the floor there is a 
distinct loss near the window. He 
claims that a finely-ribbed or corru- 
fated glass gives the widest and most 
uniform distribution. There is no ap- 
Parent gain in corrugating both sides. 
sround glass is barred out, as it catches 
moisture and dust, and keeps out a 
Sreat deal of light. Prof. Norton finds 
that the center of a room is as bright 
when lighted by a window of one square 
foot of ribbed gless as with a window of 
three square feet of plain glass. This 
applies to all lights, from a bright sun- 
shine 


to a heavy thunderstorm, and 
with the windows facing in any direec- 
tion. This ribbed glass is especially 


useful in the factory where the ques- 
tion of the position of machinery, ete., 
is usually decided by convenience in 
setting it up, and the minimum room 
space for the mamixum number of 
operatives is a consideration of im- 
portance. If the man near the window 
needs a shade he cuts off light from the 
entire room; but the .substitution of 
ribbed for piain glass does away with 
the necessity for the shade and benefits 
instead of hindering those remote from 
the window. In the school room the 
soft even light from the: ribbed glass 
leaves*® no desk or book un- 
touched, and it is a _ great pro- 
tection to the eyes. Its use in 
laboratories, in libraries, and espe- 
cially in art galleries. is also com- 
mended. The ribs should run vertically, 
or when the sunight strikes the glass 
it will be too dazzling for comfort. The 
ribbed glass also diffuses heat. and the 
warmth of the sunlight is evenly dis- 
tributed over the whole room, instead 
of being uncomfortably concentrated 
on a spot near the window. Only pure 
white glass should be used. Many 
kinds that appear white show a dis- 
tinct greenish tinge, if examined on 
the edges, and thé slight tint of green 
destroys all possibility of discrimina- 
tion in many colores. Where windows 
of the ordinary kind have been brieked 
up or guarded with shutters, on ac- 
count of fire, hazard, wire glass of 
the “maze” pattern wil! serve the pur- 
pose of stopping the spread of fire and

Writing more particularly for New 
Yorkers, Mr. Wetmore advises the 
owners of skyscrapers to place no reli- 
ance on the antiquated fire department, 
but to take immediate steps to instal 
electric pumps, the chief points in fa- 
vor. of whieh are quickness, facility 
and cheapness of installation and ope- 
ration. They require no skilled at+ 
tendance other than enough intelli- 
gence to turn a switch lever or a rheo- 
stat lbandle, and involve no addition to 
the ordinary staff of the building. No 
steam boilers or machinery need be 
added. The system would be independ- 
ent in all respects of existing appara- 
tus, with practically no expense after 
installation, .except interest on cost 
price, and for electric curren: in case 
of fire, and possibly no appreciable ex- 
tra piping, as the pumps could be con- 
nected directly to the existing water- 
supply pipes.

IN ELECTRICITY. 


Electricity a New Manure. 

"HE title of “the new manure,” 
which agriculturists are now giving 
to electricity would seen from the 

results of the experiments concluded a 
few months ago by Prof. Lemstdrim at 
the University of Helsingfors, to be 
amply justified. In these experiments 
Wheat, rye, barley, oats, white beets, 
red beets, potatoes. carrots, radishes, 
Parsnips, onions, celery, beans, peas, 
strawberries, raspberries and tobacco, 
were grown in equal areas in two fields, 
one of which was under ordinary culti- 
vation, while the other was periodically 
charged with electricity. The results 
of the electro-culture of the farm pro- 
duce have already been made widely 
public. The yield of tobacco was in- 
creased by the electrical treatment of 
the plants 40 per cent., and the photo- 
graphs of the two fields, the “experi- 
mental” and the “control” lots—only 164 
hours after the current was turned on, 
show a wide 8ifference of growth, the 
augmentation being markedly in favor 
of the “control” lot. Prof. Lemstriim 
found that a good supply of water was 
absolutely necessary for the tobacco 
plants; that very small doses of elec- 
tricity should be given, and none at 
all when a hot sun was shining on the 
plants. Electrified potato plants gave, 
in garden soil, an increase of 76.2 per 
cent., and on the field 24.3 per cent. 


Red beets gave, in garden soi!, 65.3-per 
cent., and in the field $1.7 per cent. Ir } 
it preved that electricity will in a 


high degree accelerate the ripening of 
fruits, berries, and roots, and probably 
develop more sugar in them. Jn the 
greenhouse, the strawberries under 
electrical current ripend, on an aver- 
age, in thirty days, while those nat 
electrified took fifty-four days to ripen. 
The same was noted with raspberties, 
though the difference in time in their 
case was only seventeen days. An 
analysis made in France shows thar 
the electrified roots have 15 per cent. 
‘ncrease of sugar, and it is noted that

eral conclusions of the Helsingfors re- 
sults, which Have been in many re- 
spects confimned by similar tests in 
France, are that the discreet applica- 
tion of electricity to plants and vege- 
tables acts most beneficially on their 
growing and ripening qualities: that 
the best effects can be attained only 
where there is a_ sufficient supply of 
water for the plants; that for most 
plants an application of current for 
four hours in the morning ahd four 
hours in the afternoon, avoiding the 
hours of the higest sun, when the sky 
is clear, is judicious; when the supply 
of water, is abundant the current can 
be given to advantage during the whole 
twenty-four hours. The surest way, 
however, of producing the best effects 
is to limit the giving of the electricity 
to a moderate time, so that the vege- 
tative process is not forced too fast. 
These facts are clearly proved. The 
important question is: Can the method 
be applied to agriculture or gardening”? 
Prof. Lemstrém says it can, and that 
the farmer or the gardener will in- 
crease his yield 40 per cent. by it. As 
to cost, for effectively electrifying fifty 
acres, $100 will be needed the first year 
for the outfit and up-keep. After that 
the yearly expense will be about $10. 
Besides this, the electrical treatment 
will make the soil more productive 
every year, and hasten the ripening of 
the harvest, thus making the farmer's 
capital more productive. Prof. Lem- 
strom has turned his experience to ac- 
count in the construction of a new ma- 
chine, which greatly facilitates the ap- 
plication of the current to farm or gar- 
den lands, but he prophesies that .be- 
fore long the farmer will get cheap 
electricity from the nearest central 
station, from which the current will be 
conducted to the surrounding fields for 
miles. This promises to be the most 
practical way of applying electricity to 
growing vegetables in the future. 


Resource ful Electrical Engineers. 
T HAS been stated that one of the 
leading qualities exhibited by elec- 
trical engineers during the war was 
readiness of resource. This is well 
illustrated in a story told by one of 
the officers of the corps. There was 
a good deal of uneasiness about that 
time around Boston, as no one knew 
but that the Spanish fleet was sail- 
ing straight for the city, and shells 
might be flying -within twenty-four 
hours. On a Saturday morning orders 
came down to a squad of engineers to 
set up before night a complete isolated 
plant for searchlight work on one of 
the fortifications fn the harbor. The 
men in charge of getting the boiler 
down tré bay could get no suitable 
lighter anywhere, so they’ simply 
plugged the holes in the boiler, rolled 
it off the pier, hitched it to a tug, 
and towed it down the harbor, kept 
afloat by the air inside it. The men 
who had to take down the engine 
and dynamo managed to get their ma- 
chines landed, but there they waited, 
with apparently no prospect of going 
further. On the whole island there 
was only one truck strong enough to 
carry the machines from the dock to 
the fort, and that was in charge of 
an Irishman in the employ of the citv 
of Boston, who doggedly maintained 
that he took no orders except from the 
city officials, and that the authority 
of the United States government was} 
nothing to him.

Purniag a Steel Vault. 
Base: in the sixties a bank in Cin- 


cinnati ordered a vault that would 
defy not only fire, but the attack 
of every known device of the burglar’s 
art. Such a receptacle for the valu- 
ables of the bank was constructed ‘by 


a well-known mechanical engineer of 
that day, who, when he had finished 


the only way they would ever get rid 
of the vault would be by burying it. 
Nothing had ever been seen like it in 
the United States. It was built of steel 
two and-one-half inches thick; the 
plates were screwed together, and the 
screw8 were then cut off and chilled. 
There were but two openings, and these 
were doors fitted with: combination 
lecks and bolts of consummate ingenu- 
ity. It is said that during the war this 
vault contained a_large part of the 
valuables in Cincinnati. After a while 
the bank officials needed the space oc- 
cupied by the steel chamber, but they 
found it was much easier to have it 
built than to get rid:of it. Contractors 
were told that they could have the 
steel if they would only remove it, 
but they decided that the only way to 
solve the problem was to blow up the 
vault. If that was done the building 
would go, too. Finally a man who 
knows something of what the enor- 
mous heat generated by the electric 
are is capable, has confidently taken 
the job in hand. When asked by the 
bank officials how he proposed to do it, 
he informed them he was going to burn 
out the vault. By the terms of his 
contract he was not to remove all the 
metal walls, but leave enough to be 
used by the bank as a safe for its 
hooks. The beginning of the task was 
watched with intense interest. An arc 
light wire was tapped, and a rubber- 
handled tool, carrying an arc-light 
carbon, was attached to the circuit. 
An eleetrician made the necessary con- 
nections, and equipped with a pair of 
heavy, colored goggles, tugned the 
switeh and started to work. ¥In less 
than a minute the molten metal was 
running in a stream down the side 
of the steel wall from a hole half an 
inch deep and four inches in diameter. 
Refore long the hole had burned clean 
through the steel plate, and the suc- 
cess of the experiment was apparent.

STORIES OF CALVIN BRICE. 


Some Interesting Anecdotes of His 
Rise in the World of Gusiness. 


[Pittsburgh Dispatch:] The death of 
ex-Senator Calvin S. Brice, when he 
was on the threshold of consummating 
even more gigantic railroad plans than 
any that brought to him great wealth, 
revives some anecdotes of his rise in 
the business world. Born the son of a 
minister in an obscure Ohio town, young 
Brice became a student at Miami Uni- 
versity at Oxford, Ohio, the institution 
where ex-President Harrison was edu- 
cated. He left it to become a Union 
soldier. 

With many vicissitudes that need 
not be chronicled, the soldier became 
the penniless lawyer at Lima, Ohio. 
But the mainspring of his life was self- 
assertion. He was made Prosecuting 
Attorney of Allen county, and. began 
his long an@ loyal activity in behalf 
of his party. 

But business was not coming his 
way. His mother’s house was mort- 
gaged for $2000, which she had spent in 
his education. The owner of the mort- 
gage was Gov. Foster,:.ex-Secretary of 
the Treasury. At last he went to 
Foster and begged him’ to give him 
some sort of office to help him pay 
the debt, and have some peace of mind. 
“Oh, no,” said the Governor, “I am 
a Republican and you are a Democrat.” 
The young lawyer pleaded so earnestly 
and long that Foster finally told him 
he would give him $500: to go to New 
York and attend a deal in railroad 
stocks which the Governor was inter- 
ested in. The mortgagé was renewed. 
Brice went to New York. | 

The great Hocking Valley deal was 
up. Brice saw that the Governor=was 
wrong in his calculations. To obey 
them meant ruin. He decided to dis- 
obey his instructions. Having done 
so, he telegraphed Foster the fact and 
received an angry reply asking what 
on earth he meant by such perfidy. 
‘‘Because I could make $40,000 for you,” 
was Brice’s answer, and the Governor 
began to cool down. When Brice a 
week later returned home Foster gave 
him half the profit of the deal. With 
this as a beginning he went back to 
Wall street and made his immense for- 
tune. 

Next came the building of the Nickel 
Plate Railroad, a parallel line to the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern, a 
Vanderbilt interest, which Brice com- 
pelled the New York magnate to buy 
for a vast amount. Mr. Brice wre- 
ceived from his confreres in this deal a 
scarfpin of peculiar suggestiveness, 
which he often wore with 
pride. 

Many are the storyettes repeated of 
Senator Brice’s days of struggle. His 
nerve was magnificent. Whenever a 
church subscription was circulated he 
was a prompt signer, but payment was 
more difficult. His pluck never deserted 
him, and he himself often related how 
in friendly games. while in New York, 
friends saw that he was a comfortable 
winner.

Whe May Use a Hotel Telephone? 

A telephone company tried to pre- 
vent the proprietor of a hotel from 
allowing his guests to use his télephone. 
As the proprietor refused to comply 
with the inhibition, the company 
started to remove the instrument from 
tne hotel. A temporary injunction was 
obtained restraining the company from 
removing the telephone or interfering 
with the service. After hearing the 
arguments in the case, the judge de- 
cided to make the injunction perman- 
ent, but imposed certain restrictions 
upon the plaintiff. It was ordered that 
the telephone must be used strictly 
for legitimate hotel business, and for 
the private business of the proprietor. 
It might also be used for the benefit 
and accommodation of the guests, such 
as sending for a wagon to call for 
their baggage, but was not to be used 
by them for other purposes, such, for 
instance, as calling for stock reports 
and ordering theater tickets. In the 
course of his opinion the judge said 
that the point at issue was contained 
in the question “Is the hotel guest ers- 
titled to the use of the telephone in the 
hotel, wl. 12 no one is entitled to the 
use of the telegraph, if the telegraph 
company has an instrument in the ho- 
tel? The guest does not have his tele- 
grams sent free of charge, nor does he 
secure the services of messengrs anc 
the use of carriages without pay. Why 
should. he be allowed to use the tele- 
phone?” | 

Electric Train Control, 

An electrical train controller has 
been installed in a Boston station. It 
will be operated by.three men in shifts 
of eight hours each, and during the 
day 750 trains will pass through the 
station. To connect the feeding tracks 
with those in the trainhouse are fifty- 
two single switches, thirty-five double 
slip switches, and thirty-five movable 
frogs. These are controlled by the 
man in the tower through compressed 
air cylinders, which are so connected 
with his tower by electric wires that 
a touch of the finger causes them to 
work on the instant, and the incoming 
train is shunted on to the proper 
track, where its passengers are to be 
landed. The whole attention of the 
operator is concentrated on his switches 
but he is not alone in the tower. With 
him are three others, Who are known 
as the director, the assistant director 
and the telephone man. The telephone 
man receives word through the tele- 
phone or telegraph wire that a train 


is coming. He communicates with the 
director, who, in turn, tells the 
operator. As the trdin approaches 


the operator turns’ his - lever, the 
switch is set automatically, and a 
se-naphore indicates whether or not 
the track is clear. 


Electricity far Lighthouses. 


Experiments in progress by 
which the government seeks to demon- 
strate. the further possibilities in the 
use of electricity in lighthouses. A 
submarine cable is to be laid to the 
lighthouse on the extreme end of the 
breakwater in the lower harbor of 
Marquette, Mich. The lantern in the 
lighthouse will be fitted with a stereop- 
ticon incandedcent light of five times 
the candle-power of the kerosene light 
ritherto: used. The increase in bril- 
‘fancy, however, is not the main ob- 
ject to be gained. During the heavy 
weather of the spring and fall the 
waves frequently sweep the break- 
water from end to end, and it ts often 
most dangerous’ for a man to traverse 
the 3000 feet length of the breakwater 
in order to light the lamp. With an 
electric light in the lantern, the current 
ean be turned on from the shore, and 
in the flercest storm the lamp will be 
found_brightly burning. The first 1000 
feet of the breakwater is capped with

judicial method of disposing of the 
issue between the two men, the rela- 
tions between them can be preserved 
to the point where even official busi- 
ness can be transacted, 

Commissary-General Eagan con- 
sented to be interviewed tonight. When 
the subject of his testimony before the 
Investigating Committee was broached, 
Gen. Eagan first made clear the fact 
that he and he alone was responsible 
for the statements, both as to facts 
and language. 

“T had my own grievance,” said he. 
“A terrible charge was brought against 
me. I was accused of cheating; no,°I 
mean I was accused of poisoning sol- 
diers under the pretense of experiment. 
If it had not been for that charge I 
might not have spoken before the com- 
mission as I did. For three weeks I 
chafed under the charge of having 
poisoned soldiers under the pretense; 
yes, under the pretense of experiment- 
ing with chemicals. If it had not been 
for this charge, perhaps, I would not 
have used such language before the 
commission. Let those that criticise 
my language be placed in the position 
in which I was placed. Let them be 
charged as I was charged, and they 
will understand my language better. It 
is the gored bull that feels the pain.” 


APPRECIATE THE GRAVITY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.}] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Army cir- 
cles this morning had scarcely recov- 
ered from the shock caused yesterday 
by the statement of Commissary-Gen- 
eral Eagan. Still, in the consideration 
of the matter, the officers had reached 
the point where they began to appre- 
clate the real gravity of the event 
and to understand that it was not to 
be discussed lightly and without due 
thought of the consequences, the case 
being one entirely without precedent 
in the military history of our country. 
Therefore, there was a notable disin- 
clination on the part of officials to ex- 
press for publication any opinion on 
This was Arue 
from Secretary Alger down to the low- 
est command officers, but, privately, it 
was evident that nearly all regretted 
the incident, and deplored it as cal- 
culated to injure the whole army. It 
was pointed out that the immediate 
effect would accentuate more sharply 
the division of the army into two 
camps, and thus to injure the chances 
of enactment of legislation favorable 
to the military establishment. The 
sober second judgment of the cooler 
minds on both sides, meaning. by that 
the friends of Gen. Eagan and the 
friends of Gen. Miles, inclined to the 
opinion that no action will follow yes- 
terday’s eruption. 

It has already been intimated at 
army headquarters, accepting theo- 
retically Gen. Eagan’s disclaimer of 
the responsibility to the major-gen- 
eral commanding the army as binding, 
that this places the responsibility for 
anything he says or does in the depart- 
ment. The department, however; is 
stopped for action in this case, no mat- 
ter what the inclination of the officials 
might be, by the fact that the eta 
dent has given his solemn promise 
protect the witnesses who might ap- 
pear before the War Investigating 
Committee, from the consequences of 
any testimony they might give there. 
He was compelled to give this pledge 
at the beginning of the investigation 
*y the open intimation in certain quar- 
ters that army officers would not dare 
to testify to all of the things they 
knew that would reflect upon the ad- 
ministration of the War Department. 
When Gen. Miles made his first state- 
ment before the commission, in which 
he spoke of embalmed beef as being 
furnished to the soldiers, Gen. Eagan 
resented this, but found, on sounding 
the offigials of the department, @hat 
he could not prefer charges against 


Gen. Miles of slandering him, as he de- 


sired to do, because the President’s 
promise protected the commanding 


general as well as all other witnesses. 


This led to Gen. Eagan’s attempt, by 
a letter addressed to Gen. Miles, to 


Jearn if he had said the things pub- 


lished in the newspapers as part of h‘s 
testimony. The purpose was to secure 
a repetition if possible, outside of the 
commission’s chamber, of the offensive 
statements. in which case the founda- 
tion Gen. Eagan thought might have 
been laid for the formal charges. This 
aitempt, however, failed. and Gen. 
Eagan, being thrown»*back upon the 
testimony given by Gen. Miles before 
the commission, and finding him be- 
yond reach, according to the rules of 
military law, availed himself of the 
same means, acording to his friends, 
of redressing his grievance. Accord- 
ing to this view, therefore, the matter 
has narrowed down to a personal issue 
between the two officers for reasons al- 
ready given, the army officers ad- 
vancing this view state that neither 
the President, the commander-in-chief 
of the army; the Secretary of War, 
nor any army officer or War Depart- 
ment official can take cognizance. 
There was only silence and desertion at 
army headquarters. and the inspector- 
general's office. Neither Gen. Miles 
nor Gen. Breckinridge were at their 
desks at 1:30 o’clock, in spite of the 
fact that the commanding general is 
a hard worker and usually is on hand 
promptiy after the department opens. 
None of their subordinates were in- 
clined to discus: the events of yester- 
day except to guardedly say that they 
“wished the War Denartment could 
wash its linen indoors.” 

This homely proverb was made use of 
bv three prominent officials, who de- 


¢lined to say anything for publication: 


Gen, Fagan was at work in his office 
promptly as usual. He refused to say 
anything beyond what he had given to 
the War Commission yesterday, saying 
that his statement was then a full 
declaration of his feeling and belief. 
It was an official utterance, he said, 
made to the body which had a right to 
hear it, and he declined to enter into 
any ex post facto newspaper war. It 
was stated at the War Department 
today that orders heave been issued to 
Inspector-General Breckinridge to pro- 
ceed to Porto Rico and Cuba for a 
thorough inspection of the army camps 
there. The idea is ridiculed that this 
order has any connection with the beef 
investigation set on foot by Gen. Miles 
and now being prosecuted by the in- 
spector-general’s office. In in- 
spector-general’s office it was not ac- 
cepted as likely that this order was in 
any way a continuation of the policy 
that had made Gen. Breckinridge the 
first, for a long time the only, major- 
general of volunteers to be mustered 
out of the service and reduced to his 


regular rank in the regular army. 


NOT MUCH TO SAY. 


Gen. Miles Makes No Forecast and 
Eagan Holds His Tongue. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Gen. Miles, 

when asked today what official action, 


if any, would be taken regarding Gen. 


Eagan’'s attack, replied that he had not 
made any statement on the subject, 
and did not intend to forecast the 
proceedings of the War, Department. 
When it was suggested that the War 
Department was stopped from any 
proceedings against Gen. Eagan, on the 
ground of the protection promised by 
the President to all witnesses in their 


_testimony. before the War Investigat- 


ing Committee, Gen. Miles said that 
there might be some question as to 
the dividing line between the testi- 
mony and personal abuse; that in 
his opinion any court of justice, or 
for that matter a police court, would 
have stopped a witness who had used 
before it such language as was .used 
before the commission yesterday. 
Gen. Miles said: 

“I did not want to, appear before 
the commission in the first place. 
When they wrote suggesting that I 


| voluntarily appear before them I re- 
ry plied that I believed it to be for the 
interest of the service for me not to 
volunteer any testimony. When I was 
ordered before the committee, and 
they asked me concerning facts that 
I then had in my possession, I was 
obliged, as a matter of honesty, to 
answer them, and produced official 
complaints as my best reply. Even 
_then I should not tell them all the 
facts which I had discovered by my 
odwn investigation. This inquiry was 
carried on quietly, through the proper 
branches of the War Department, 
and was begun as a matter of duty 
by the commanding general, after the 


receipt of an immense number of 
complaints. That tnvestigation is 
still being prosecuted, and I still 


think, as I said before, that it would 
have heen much better had the ocf- 
ficers of the War Department, who 
have in charge the caré of the proper 
feeling of the soldier, been allowed 
to attend to these matters quietly in 
their own way.” 

Gen. Eagan, when seen, said he had 
nothing to say. He regretted, he said, 
the newspaper notoriety ‘which_it had 
already involved. The controversy 
was not of his seeking, and he should 
decline to say anything further re- 
garding it. 


BOTH GOOD AND BAD. 


Gov. Roosevelt's Letter to Gen. Miles 
About That Beef. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Gen. Miles 
today made public the following letter 
bearing on the quality of army beef, 
which he had received from Gov. Roose- 
velt: 
“State of New York, Executive Cham- 

ber, Albany, N. Y., Jan. 9. 

“To Gen. Nelson A Miles, War De- 
partment, Washington—My Dear Gen. 
Miles: I do not distinctly understand 
about this beef controversy, but pos- 
aibly what I have to write about it 
may be of some use. 

“The canned corn beef we found to 
be good. The so-called canned roast 
beef that was issued to us for travel 
rations, both on-the transport and on 
the train, and which we occasionally 
giot even at the front, was practically 
worthless. Unless -very hungry the 
men would not touch it, and even when 
suffering from lack of food they never 
ate a fifth of it. At the best it was 
tasteless, at the worst it was nauseat- 
ing. 

“There was also a supply of beef (in 
the shape of auarters) put aboard our 
transport at Tampa. It was supposed 
to be fitted, by some process, to with- 
stand tropical heat. It at once became 
putrid and smelled so that we had to 
dispose of it for fear of its creating 
disease. I think we threw it overboard. 
At any rate, it was condemned. The 
beef we got at Santiago after the 24th 
or 25th of July, that is, after the seige 
had ended, and when my brigade had 
been without fresh meat or vegetables 
for a month, was generally good. By 
that time the cavalry division was in 
a sickly condition. The fact that the 
meat ration was so bad as generally 
to be inedible, caused very great hard- 
ship to my men, and reduced the supply 
of food below what was necessary to 
keep them in proper condition. Very

EAGAN GETS IT BACK. 


Investigating Commission Returns 
His Typewritten Statement. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The War 
Investigation Commission today took 
prompt action on the sensational tes- 
timony submitted to it yesterday by 
Commissary-General Eagan, and 
sent the statement, incorporating his 
testimofiy, back to him, with the privi- 
lege of resubmitting it if he chooses 
to revise its language. 

Further than this the commission 
determined it could not and would 
not proceed. The commission regrets 
‘that Gen. Eagan was allowed to pro- 

ceed as far as he did. 

The rejection of the testimony, as 
it stands, was unanimously voted at 
the executive session preceding to- 
day’s public session. 

At the time of the creation of the 
commission, the President, in instruct- 
ing the commission, verbally assured 
| the members that all witnesses should 
be immune from punishment for what 
they might say before that body, but 
members of the commission say it 
never was intended to indulge such 
language as that given utterance to 
yesterday. 

Following is the commission’s letter: 

“Brig.-Gen. Charles Eagan, commis- 
sary-general, War Department: 

“We respectfully inform you that 
after your testimony was read yester- 
day, the following resolution was 
unanimously passed: 

*“*‘Moved, that the commission receive 
Gen. Eagan’s testimony without com- 
ment, that it be not printed at once, 
but held for the consideration of the 
commissicn. Carried. . 

“Having now considered the questions 
involved, we hava determined that 
in many insta™@ces the vituperative 
language used by you was not such 
as ought to have been addressed as a 
witness to this board. We think that 
the wersonal attack and _ irrelevant 
statements contained in the paper sub- 
mitted should be eliminated, and be- 
fore receiving it as testimony we re- 
quest that you will revise its language, 
and, if vou choose, resubmit it for 
our consideration. We herewith re- 
turn.your. papers.

LOWELL (Mass.,) Jan. 13.—The fol- 
lowing letter was received today from 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles, by Capt. Alex- 
ander Greig, Jr., Co. C, Sixth Massa- 
chusetts. United States Volunteers: 

“My Dear Captain: Your kind letter 
of December 31 was duly received and 
I thank you fow the interest you have 
taken in the matter, and for the infor- 
mation furnished, not only for the wel- 
fare of the troops now in service, but 
the honor of those who have been in 
the service. and who have suffered 
on account of sickness is at stake in 
this controversy. It has been charged 
that sickness had been caused by the 
men indulging in the use of rum and 
mangoes, which, I am convinced, is a 
base slander on the men.

I remember 
you verv well in the front line at 
Yauco, where you were tendering ex- 
cellent services in a campaign that 
was full of good results, but which has 
not attracted as much attention as 
some others.”

LONDON, Jan. 13.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Widespread devastafion on land 
and sea has been the result of the 
storm and the aggregate losses of prop- 
erty are immense. This evening, re- 
ports are gradually filtering through 
from the provinces, telling of disman- 
tled housse, overfiowing rivers, inun- 
dated streets and fields, buildings 
flooded, cattle and sheep drowned, rail- 
roads disorganized and disasters to life 
and limb. London’s parks and build- 
ings have suffered heavily. 

The Thames has overflowed along 
the upper reaches, with serious loss 
to the dwellers on the banks. Most of 
the coast towns have suffered severely. 
Promenades have been swept by the 
sea, and harbors and piers damaged. 
Parts of Southampton are under water. 
Numerous small wrecks are reported, 
and all the lifeboats are kept exceed- 
ingly busy. 

The channel steamers have had ter- 
rible experiences. The pier at the en- 
trance to Dieppe, France, which was 
recently damaged, has been completely 
demolished and great havoc is re- 
ported along the Normandy coast, 
though details have not been received. 
Another train has been derailed near 
Clare, Ireland, several passengers be- 
ing injured.

[New York Mail and Express:] 
Senator Perkins of California feels bet- 
ter now. At least it is reasonable to 
assume that he does. He. i$ thor- 
oughly level-headed man, conscientious, 
patriotic and possessed of high sense 
of duty. But he is not exactly sure’ of 
his position with regard to the Philip- 
pines. Personally, he is opposed to 
tire acauisition of the islands by this 
government, but what has been puz- 
zling him is whether his view of the 
matter represents the wishes of his con- 
stituents. Therefore, he sensibly con- 
cluded a few days ago that he would 
write and find out. He communicated 
with the California Legislature, which, 
fortunately. was then in session. 
Would that body, he asked, kindly 
make an expression of opinion such as 
might be useful to a statesman who 
wanted to do the right thing, but 
wasn't sure that he knew exactly how? 

The response has come with inspir- 
ing promptness. Mr. Perkins now has 
his instructions. The Legislature of 
California has adopted resolutions in- 
structing the representatives of that 
State in Congress to give the  Presi- 
dent’s Philippine programme loyal and 
individual support. This may not be 
precisely the sort of instruction that 
Senator Perkins wanted, but it is 
straight to the point, and so simple 
that even a child can understand it.

Is Monogamy on the Decline? 
It is said that the Mormons add 65,- 


000 converts to their cause annually. 
In the minds of not a few people this 
fact induces a belief that before many 


years, in spite of repressive legislation, 
polygamy, of 


a more or less covert 
character, will virtually exist over a 
vast territory of this country. <Addi- 


tional significance attaches to this view 


in the light of a recent article by J 
H. Muirhead on the decline in the mar- 
riage rate. It is proved that there 
are fewer marriages in proportion to 
population than formerly: families are 
smaller; they: are less coherent; they 
are less lasting. ‘ Divorce is increasing 


alarmingly, both, in Great Britain and 
the United States. In the States, from 
1867 to 1886, divorces increased 157 per 
cent., While the increase of population 


was only 60 per cent. One of the 
causes of this change, as divined by 
Mr. Muirhead, is the whole modern 
movement of liberation—of subjects 


from sovereigns, siaves from masters, 
wives from husbands, and children from 
parents. Another is the disappearance 


of the ecclesiastical view of marriage. 
Men become less dependent on women 
for their home needs, and women have

resources and interests which the sim~ 


\ 


ple life of the country denies them. 
women of higher education are chary 
of matrimony. Of 1486 ex-students of 
the chief women’s colleges of England, 
only 208 married. Women, too, from their 
invasion of so many industrial fields, 
are often better off than the men of 
class. Among the working class 
marriages are not less frequent, but 
the home is apt to be less comfortable 
on account of the tendency of the 
women to go out to wrk. On the basis 
of these and other kindred facts, it is 
held by many that the monogamic fam- 
ily is a relic of a decaying form of 
civilization.

LOST, STRAYED OR STOLEN. 


The Weather Bureau Misses Another 
Storm Center. 

There is a possibility of another 
storm appearing im. this section within 
the next twenty-four hours. Pressure 
fell rapidly all day yesterday, and the 
wind “blew strong from the south, all 
of which is good indication of rain yet 
to come, and these indications were 
supplemented last evening by gathering 
clouds, 
storm might be right at hand. 

When seen last evening, George E. 
Franklin, local forecast official, said 
that there was no doubt that a big 
storm was central off the coast of 
Washington, and it appeared to be 
moving rapidly to the south. He spoke 
guardedly regarding the prospects, 
however, as he had not received dis- 
patches since morning from _ other 
parts of the coast. The predictions is- 
sued yesterday morning by Mr. Frank- 
lin were for clouds last evening and 
a likelihood of showers Saturday. 

Dispatches to private parties yester- 
day brought word that storm signals 
were displayed in San Francisco, in- 
dicating high wind and rain. 

The Associated Press dispatches, pub- 

lished elsewhere, show that the storm 
is moving in this direction, having 
reached some distance this side of San 
Francisco last evening.

Public 
Works and a répresentative of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation yesterday afternoon, the purpose 
being to secure, if possible, an im- 
provement in the present system. No 
definite action was taken, however. The 
members of the board indicated that 
they were not in favor of changing the 
specifications on which the contract 
for the removal of dead animals is 
based. 


Under instructions from the Board 
of Health, Meat Inspector Fred T. 
Hughes has been more than usually 
vigilent in his efforts to detect violators 
of the meat laws. Yesterday he ar- 
rested an alleged violator of the law 
on a charge of offering for sale veal 
that was not fit for human food. 

Nearly all the heads of departments 
in the City Hall desire that the Supply 
Committee of the Council shall order a 
general improvement in their offices. 
If all the demands are granted there 
will be a general overhauling of all 
the offices and the purchase of new 
furniture for several of them. 

The attorneys representing Mrs. Liz- 
zie Lauterback, who was recently de- 
feated in her suit against Mrs. Rosa 
Voss et al., in filing her petition for 
distribution of the estate of Fred Voss, 
deceased, still alleging that petitioner 
is a daughter of the deceased by a 
previous wife, raise a curious issue.

The association, he said, wanted some 
better plan, one that would insure the 
proper distribution of the garbage, and 
also its proper and regular collection. 

Some of the members of the Council 
did not approve the. proposition to 
have all dead animals cremated. They 
argued that the cost to the city. of 
such a-plan would be between $38 and 
$5 for every carcass of a horse or cow 
that was taken to the crematory. #n- 
der the present system the cust to 
the city was but $1, and here was no 
money, they said, to pay for the ad- 
ditional expense if the crematory plan 
was adopted. 

Fhe contract for removing the gar- 
bage is now held by Franklin & Alex- 
ander; and one of the thembers of that 
firm denied that there had been any 
promiscuous dumping of refuse mate- 
rial, as has had been asserted by a 
number of people. Some of the gar- 
bage had been hauled to remote points 
and fed to hogs, but no complaint had 
been received on this accocnt. and there 
was no danger to the public health 
therefrom. 

No definite action was taken by the 
board, and the members have not de- 
cided what they will recommend to the 
Council if they make any recommenda- 
tion. It is reasonably certain, however. 
that the plan of disposing of dead

ALL WANT SOMETHING. 


Demands of City Officials Upon the 
Council Sapply Committee. 

In addition to the regular business 
which the Council Supply Committee 
will have to trarsact within the next 
month the members will have to dis- 
pose of the numerous requests for im- 
provements in the City Hall offices 
mace by the heads of the several 
departments. Nearly every department 
wants something in the nature of re- 
pairs in their offices, or if not repairs 
they want a general changing of the 
positions of counters and partitions so 
as to give them more room in which to 
work. The most important request that 
has been made of the committee, and 
the Councilmen admit that the demand 
is a reasonable one, is that in which 
City Assessor Ward and City Engineer 
Olmsted have joined, in which they re- 
quest the Council to provide their offices 
with a fireproof vault in which the 
books of the Asgessor’s office and the 
maps of the Engineer's office could be 
eafely stored. The value of these books 
and maps to the city cannot be com- 
puted. If they 
eould not be replaced, and rather than 
lose them the two officers say the city 
could well afford to spend hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. The Engineer’s 
office is directly over that of the As- 
sessor, and they assert that.a vault 
could be constructed there at com- 
paratively small cost. 

The vault is not all that the City 
Assessor wants, but if he got that he 
says he would be willing to do without 
the cther things he has _ requested, 
among which are additional counters, 


the moving of certain partitions and the 


retinting of the walls of his office. 


The removal of the seat in the ele- 
vator Fas been requested by the Board

Notices of Street Work. 
From the number of inquiries and 


complaints that have been made dur- 


ing the past several weeks to the 
Street Superintendent by persons whose 
assessments for street work have be- 
come delinquent, it is evident that 
there is a very general misunder- 
standing of the manner in which notices 
of improvement work are served on 
property-owners. Almost without ex- 
ception, the persons who have made 
inguiry about the matter, have said 
that they supposed the street depart- 
ment would notify them when their 
assessments were due.* To all of these 
persons the same explanation has 
been made, that the street department 


serves no notices of street work, ex- 


cept to post the first notices on the 
The contractors are supposed 
to serve the notices of assessment, for 
it is they who collect the assessments, 
Such notices may be served upon any 
person found on the property, and 
still hold as against the owner of the 
property, or if no one is found on the 
property, the contractor may simply 
read his notice in a loud tone of voice 
and that is considered a legal notice. 


Sewer Recommendations, 

The Sewer Committee of the City 
Council held a short session yesterday 
morning, and disposed of all the peti- 
tions that had been referred to them 
by the Council. It was recommended 
that the petition of William Brill, for 
permission to make certain connections 
with the First-streeet sewer, be re- 
ferred to the Health Officer for inves- 
tigation, and report. 

The bid of W. A. Frick, to construct 


a sewer on portions of Fifth and Boyl- 


ston streets, was accepted, and the 
adoption of the necessary resolution 
of award by the Council was recom- 
mended. His bid was 71 cents per 
lineal foot for the sewer complete. 

The committee recommended that

The Chief Witness for Piaintif ata 
Disvantage. 

The one solitary point of sensational 
interest in the suit of Denis against 
Kohn brothers, on teial before Judge 
Allen and a jury in Department Six. 
developed yesterday afternoon. What- 
ever of sensational interest entered 
the case had previously been a matter 


of inference from the dry-as-dust 
Statements made by the several wit- 
nesses. 


On behalf of the plaintiff. however, 
Charles Gustav Stellinski had testified 
to certain facts regarding the Kohn 
brothers which tended to show not only 
that the brother Herman had a direct 
interest in the business of his brothers. 
but that the brothers left something to 
be desired in their mode of conducting 
the business. When plaintiff's coun. 
sel announced theiv intention of re- 
calling Steilinski, who came from Chi- 
cago for purposes of the suit, for fur- 
ther direct examination, the defense 
threw a bombshell into the enemy's 
camp. 

L. ©. Whitney of defending counsel, 
not only objected to Stellinski’s being 
examined further, but desired that 
what testimony he had gtven should 
be expunged from the record, and for 
a most exceptional reason. The jury 
was retired while the matter was gone 
into. He stated that while on the trip 
from Chicago to this city Stellinski had 
displayed symptoms of insanity, and 
from El Paso to Los Angeles had been 
under the surveillance of the train of- 
ficials. At the Arcade depot he had 
been taken in charge by the local au- 
thorities. and sent to the County Hos- 
pital. but®had not been examined by 
a commission in lunacy. These bare 
facts the defense could not deny, and 
the court held that it would be proper 
before Stellinski’s testimony could go 
with any weight to the jury that he 
be examined by a jury as to his mental 


condition. That meant empanelling 
another jury, much delay and great 
expense. and finally the opposing

A CITWS OBJECTION. 


South Pasadena Will not Permit the 
Erection of Poles. 
The Southern California Power Com- 
panv has met with numerous difficul- 
ties in the course of constructing — its 
works. and even now, it does not ap- 
pear that its troubles are quite ended. 
Yesterday the city of South Pasadena 
filed suit against the company, making 
the Edison Electric Company et al., 
party defendants, to enjoin it from 
stringing wires through and over the 
streets of the suburban bure. 

It is alleged that the defendants are 
busily engaged in erecting through the 
citv of South Pasadena poles to sup- 
port the wire to be utilized for convey- 
ing electricitv for purposes of light and 
power. Most of the holes that have 
heen dug are on private property, but 
a few are on the public streets, and a 
large force of men is at work erecting 
poles, placing insulators, and preparing 
to string wire. The streets that will 
he affected. according to the allegations 
of the complaint, are Pine street, 
Marengo avenue, Oak, Bank and Lyne 
don streets, Monterey road, Mission 
street and Garfield avenue. 

It is stated that no franchise or pere 
mission has been granted for the place 
ing of poles in the streets, and that 
the defendants are acting outside their 
rights. <A claim is set up for $1 as dame 
ages. and an injunction restraining the 
defendants from erecting poles within 
the mentioned or any other of the pube 
lic streets of South Pasadena.

MEAT LAW VIOLATION. 


Inspector Hughes Arrests a Peddler 


of Poor Veal. 

L. Levy was arrested Spring 
street yesterday afternoon by Meat 
Insepctor Fred T. Hughes on a charge 
of violating the meat ordinance. He 
was taken to the Police Station, where 
he was released on bond. The reason 
for his arrest, as stated by the in- 
spector, was that Levy had possession 
of a carcass of veal, which he was of- 
fering for sale, that was wholly unfit 
for food. 
the sale of meat in this city provides 


that any person who shall have pos-. 


session of, for the purpose of selling, 
any meat that is unfit for food shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction may be fined in 
any sum not exceeding $200. Inspec- 
tor Hughes stated yesterday after- 
noon that he had given Levy frequent 
warnings, but that little attention had 
been paid to them. The meat found 
in Levy’s wagon was condemned by 


the inspector, who injected coal oil 
into it to prevent its use by any 
person. 


PROSECUTIONS WILL FOLLOW. 


Dumping of Garbage to Be Stopped 
by the Health Department. 

The practice of several unknown 
owners of carts, in which garbage of 
nearly all kinds is hauled, of dumping 
loads of garbage at various places 
throughout the city, and particularly 
along Center street, in the Eighth 
Ward, has been the subject of fre- 
quent complaint by property-owners 
to the Health Office. Many of these 
complaints have also been ,made to 
Councilman Todd of that ward. He, 
together with Health Officer Powers, 
has determined to break up the prac- 
tice, and for the purpose of giving 
warning to those who have been -vio- 
lating the law in this manner, notices 
have been posted along the 7Usual 
dumping grounds, .warning all persons 
that the dumping of garbage there is 
illegal, and will result in the prosecu- 
tion of any person caught violating 
the law. Similar notices have been 
posted on a number of vacant lots in 
various parts of the city. Property- 
owners who have heen annoyed by 
such violations have been requested to 
follow any person seen dumping refuse

Trial. 


It was generally considered that the 
claim of Mrs. Lizzie Lauterbach to a 
portion of the estate cf the late Fred 
Voss. ended when Jucge Shaw deter- 
mined that she was not the daughter 
of Mr. Voss by his first wife. and when 
he rendered judgment in the suit of 
Mrs. Lauterbach against Rosa Voss and 


‘her daughter Pearl in accordance with 


that finding. 

But the attorneys for the plaintiff 
in that suit have taken such action 
that it is apparent some other ground 
of contest must have been found. Yes- 
terday there was filed in the probate 
department of the court, in the estate 
of Fred Voss, deceased, the petition of 
Lizzie Lauterbach, as the daughter of 
the deceased, for distribution of the 
estate. Inasmuch as Judge Shaw's de- 
cision practically declared that she had 
no interest in the Voss estate, the fil- 
ing of the petition appeared on its 
face a rather curious proceeding. Hes- 
ter & Ladd, who are Mrs, Lauter- 
bach’s attorneys, are contenting 
selves by saying that there is an in- 
teresting point of law involved, which 
will be presented in the probate pro- 
ceeding on Tuesday next. 

It is apparent, however, that if Mrs. 
Lauterbach has filed her petition in the 
Fred Voss estate she must be prepared 
to sustain her position by proof that 
she’ has interest in the estate as daugh- 
ter of the deceased. But this is just 
the very thing that Judge Shaw ruled 
upon adversely to her. It is supposed 
that there exists ground for impugning 
the jurisdiction of Judge Shaw in the 
premises. This question of jurisdiction, 
indeed, was lightly touched upon dur- 
ing the trial in Department Five, when 
counsel for Mrs. Voss, in demurring to 
the complaint, questioned the jurisdic: 
tion of the court. But the demurrer 
was overruled, the case was tried, and 
nothing more was said about the juris- 
diction powers of the court. 

This question can, apparently, be 
raised in the present case only be- 
cause in essence it was a probate pro- 
ceeding, and had its origin and rise in 
the proceedings initiated to administer 
the estate of the late Fred Voss. The 
Probate Court formerly was distinct. 
but when the new State constitution 
was adopted the Superior courts were 
given jurisdiction of probate matters. 
But it has been contended that the 
manner of practice in adjudicating pro- 
bate matters has remained unchanged. 
and that all matters arising out of'or 
pertaining to a probate proceeding must 
be adjudicated by the department judge 


CLAIM FOR RENT. 


Louis Mesmer Gets Half His 
on Appeal. 

The appeal suit of Louis Mesmer 
against H. Kaufman came tto trial! 
yesterday in Department Five. 

The plaintiff alleged that he leased 
to Kaufman a storeroom in the United 
States Hotel Block, on North Main 
street. at a monthly rental of $60, pay- 
able in advance. The lease, it was 
contended, began to operate on Novem- 
ber 1, 1897. and early in 1898 the de- 
fendant surrendered possession, leaving 
two months’ rent and unpaid. 
Mesmer stated that he relet the store- 
room all right, and placed the rent 
received to the credit of Kaufman, but 
he was not inclined to let go on the 
$120 owing for the two months. and 
brought suit in Justice Morrison’s 
court in June of last year to rceover 
the amount. Judgment was then given 
in favor of the defendant, and Mesmer 
appealed.

HUNTINGTON'S MAN. 

If there had been any doubt as to 
the influence back of Dan Burns in his 
brazen aspiration to an honorable seat 
in the United States . Senate, that 
doubt has been removed by the bold 
and uncompromising announcement of 
Collis P. Huntington that “Burns will 
be the next Senator from California,” 
that “no compromise in this matter is 
possible,” etc., etc. 

This aggressive, arrogant, and te- 
fiant announcement by Huntington 
should be regarded by the people of 
California, and by the men ‘chosen to 
represent them in the State Legisla- 
ture, as a gage of battle. It should, 
and it doubtless will, excite strong 
resentment from one end of the State 
to the other.

STIR 'EM UP. 

Most of the delegates to the late 
county convention are probably cun- 
vinced by this time that the cause 
of Mr. Bulla is hopeless. Inasmuch

. THE MINING INDUSTRY, 

An article contributed to the Bank- 
ers’ Magazine of New York by T. A. 
Rickard, State Geologist of Colorado, 
has given rise to much comment 
among mining men throughout the 
country. In-the course of this article, 
Mr. Rickard makes the following 
somewhat remarkable statement: 

“Nine mines out of ten are sold for 
more than they are worth. More 
money is made by selling than by 
buying them. Much of the so-called 
business of mining is based on a 
scant knowledge of its operations, and 
a profound recognition of the essential 
foolishness of human nature: A man 
usually buys a mine, not because it is 


worth the price he pays for it, 
but ,because he is; justified in 
the expectation of finding some 
one who will pay more for it. 


The syndicate sells to the public; the 
public sell among themselves. The 
second man hopes to meet a third with 
more money and less sense. So the 
game proceds.”’ 

The Mining and Scientific Press of 
San Francisco takes Mr. Rickard to 
task for furnishing support to those 
who are already disposed to criticise 
the mining industry—in other words, 
for “telling tales out of school.” 

While the statement of the State 
Geologist of Colorado may be some- 
what radical, it is, unfortunately, true 
that there is more than a shadow of 
foundation for. his remarks. The 
average citizen has usually a pretty 
fair idea in regard to the conditions 
which prevail in commercial, financial 
and manufacturing industries, but, as 
a rule, he knows little or nothing about 
mining, and this has opened the door 
for a vast amount of duplicity, .exag- 
geration and fraud, so that among a 
large section of the investing public 
mining ventures have come to be re- 
garded as something to be shunned 
by careful men. 

It cannot be denied that wild ana 
malodorous schemes are all to fre- 
quently worked upon an unsuspecting 
public by mining manipulators. Tre 
TIMES has a great respect and admira- 
tion for the important indusery of 
mining for the precious metals, which 
has done so much for the Pacific Coast, 
and which, indeed, created the State 
of California. We believe that the 
mining industry is strong enough to 
be able to have the truth said about 
it, and, therefore, we are glad when a 
man like Mr. Rickard “speaks out in 
meeting.” The mining industry will 
never be reformed and placed in the 
position where it belongs if we con- 
tinue to do the ostrich act and pre- 
tend that well-known abuses do uot 
exist. There is far too much fraud 


in connection with mining, both un- 


derground and on the stock boards. 
Let those who have the true interests 
of the industry at heart combine to 
expose and denounce such practices. 

When conducted in a conservative, 
bysinesslike manner, by people wlio 
understand the business, mining 
should be, and is, as legitimate and 
tafe an industry as manufacturing, 
commerce, banking or farming. Be- 
fore the general investing public can 
realize this fact, ft will, however, he 
necessary to weed out many bad prac- 
tices which now prevail.

A HOLLOW PRETENSE. 

With a pharisaical pretense at po- 
litical virtue, the Evening Express 
emits a lengthy, if not learned, dis- 
sertation on the subject of legislators 
who, it asserts, are “playing with the 
people.” It declares that “there ure 
men who are secretly pledged to the 
Urns candidacy, but who are ashamed 
to vote for him at the start,” but who 
intend to vote for him at the end 
of the contest, with the idea that by 
thus voting they will “incur less ecn- 


demnation.”’ These men the Evening 
Organette denounces in good, set 
terms, as enemfes of the common- 


wealth, and as persons fit for treason, 


stratagem and spoils, or words to that 
effect. 


Very likely there are some men in 
the Legislature who will round up .in 
the Burns camp later on in the con- 
test; but there are éxcellent reasons 
fcr the belief that they are few in 
number. Denunciation of any and all 
legis'ators who cast their baHots for 
so unsuitable and unfit a candidate 
as Burns is commendable and right 
if it be inspired by sincere and right- 
eous motives. But such denunciation 
comes with rather bad grace from an 
organ that is cheek-by-jowl with men 
who are known to be agents and tools 
of the Southern Pacific political ma- 
chine, of which Dan Burns is a con- 
spicuous and important part. De- 
nunciation of Burns is not likely to be 
accepted by the public as genuine 
when it comes from a journal which 
is indirectly aiding his candidacy by 
urging Mr. Bulla to continue a hope- 
less struggle, which serves only to di- 
vide the anti-Burns forces, and to 
make the election of Burns a possi- 
bility. 

Bulla has already lost two of his 
original eleven votes. He will lose 
others, rather than gain them, as the 
contest proceeds. If he had the po- 
litical wiedo perceive the oppor- 
tunity before hith in the present crisis, 
he would, urge his supporters to throw 
their Strength to the only present 
candidate who has a chance to win, 
and who has led all other Republican 
candidates thus far in the contest. The 
accession of the Bulla votes would give 
to Mr. Grant a lead and a prestige 
which would be very likely to elect 
him. He would be so far in the lead 
that other votes would be certain to 
come to his standard, and it is not un- 
likely that a number of Democratic 
votes could be counted upon when it 
should become apparent that if cast 
for Grant they would save the State 
from the disgrace of electing Dan 
Burns to the United States Senate. 

The ostentatious display of opposi- 
tion to Burns, by the Evening Express, 
is a hollow pretense. That paper is 
in reality, by the wobbly and short- 
sighted course which it is pursuing, 
giving aid and comfort to Dan Burns 
and his indefensible campaign for the 
Senatorship. 

AMERICAN IRON. 

Ont of the surprises of the past few 
years has been the remarkable, in- 
crease in exports of American manu- 
factured iron and steel. Even as re-’ 
cently as five years ago, it would have 
been considered a daring prediction to 
make that this country could ever geri- 
ously compete with Great Britain in 
exports of iron. Yet we are already 
doing this, and doing it on a large 
scale, so that manufacturers in Great 
Britain and Germany are becoming 
quite alarmed at the prospect. In 
1897, the United States output of man- 
ufactured iron was nearly ten million 
tons, against 9,00,000 tons for England. 
For 1898 the American output will 
reach nearly twelve million tons, whfle 
the British product is not expected to 
be much, if any, larger than that of 
1897. As to the reason for this change, 
the United States Commercial Adver- 
tiser recently said: 

“Our strength is in our unfailing 
sources of supply, lower cost of pro- 
duction and cheaper freight rates. In 
Great Britain, on the contrary, the 
mines have been worked so long thut 
the better grades of ore are giving out, + 
and near by sources of supply, such 
as Northern Spain, are also deterio- 
rating in quality so as to materially 
increase the cost of handling the vre. 
Free trade threatens to place the Brit- 
ish ironmasters at the mercy of Amer- 
ican competition by reason of the [n- 
sufficient British supply to meet the 
home demand. As soon as prices are 
advanced our iron exports are called 
in to lower them, and unless sufficient 
ore can be produced by England and 
supplemented by imports at cheaper 
rates than our own, British iron prices 
will henceforth be fixed by this coun- 
try. This is indeed an industrial rey- 
olution, when we consider that eight- 
een years ago our iron imports were 
wore than five times as large as our 
exports, while today the position is 
reversed.” 

This supremacy in iron will, un- 
doubtedly, give a great impetus to 
several important branches of the 
manufacturing industry in this coun- 
try, prominent among which is ship- 
building. With an advantage of about 
$4 a ton in their steel] material, Ameér- 
ican shipbuilders will soon cease 
sending steel plates across the Atlantie 
te be reimported to this country es 
ships. 

The industrial development of this 
country is going ahead so fast that 
it makes the head swim, when we try 
to keep track of it. :

PASSED AWAY LAST EVENING. 


REPUBLICAN FLOOR LEADER OF 
HOUSE A LONG TIME, 


Once Governor of Maine and Many 
Years a Member of Congress. 
Story of His Life’s Career 
an Interesting One, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Hon. Nel- 
son Dingley of Maine, leader of the 
Republican side of the floor of the 
House of Representatives, died here 
tonight at 10:30 o'clock of heart failure, 
resulting from the extreme weakness 
due to pneumonia: He was unconscious 
during most of the day, and death 
came quietly, without consciousness 
being regained. All the members of 
his family were at his bedside. 

‘To within a few hours before his 
death the family firmly believed, as 
it has throughout his illness, that Mr. 
Dingley would recover. While the 
past few days have given great hope 
of recovery, the progress of the disease 
had made the patient dangerously 
weak, and had setiously affected his 
heart. Late last night and again this 
morning, Mr, Dingley had a bad sink- 
ing spell. from which he slightly ral- 
lied. 

There were further evidences of 
heart failure as the day progressed, 
and the strongest stimulants were ad- 
ministered. but without effect. He 
failed perceptibly during the afternoon. 
Mrs. Dingley-was .very much  pros-

ey 1861. at the age of 29, he was 
eleated Representative from Auburn to 
the State Legislature, in which body 
he at once took high rank, was_re- 
elected in 1862, and chosen Speaker of 
the House at the session of 1863. In 1863 
he removed to Lewiston, and with the 
opening of the legislative session of 
1864 was unanimously reélected 

eaker. 

at the State election of 1864, he was 
elected to the House a fourth time, 
and with the session of 1865, was again 
tendered the position of Speaker, which 
he declined, preferring to take his place 
on the floor. He was also a Represen- 
tative to the Legislature from Lewis- 
ton in 1872 and 1873. 

In 1878 Mr. Dingley was nominated 
as the Republican candidaté for Gov- 
ernor of Maine by a vote of two to 
one against two popular opponents and 
was elected by about 10,000 majority. 
In 1874 he Was re@lected by over 11,- 
000 majority, declining a third nomin- 
ation in 1875. He was one of the del- 
egates at large from Maine to the 
Republican National Convention of 
1876. and served on the Committee on 
Resolutions and was one of the sub- 
committee of five who drafted the 
platform. 

Fe actively participated in the Presi- 
dential campaign of 1876, and in the 
State conventions of 1878-79. In 1879-80 
he was chairman of the Republican Ex- 
ecutive Committee. In 1881'Mr. Dingley 
was nominated by the Republicans of 
the Second Congress District of Maine 
to fill the vacancy in Congress caused 
by the resignation of Hon. William P. 
Frye. He was elected by a majority 
of over 6000, nearly twice as large as 
‘ver before given to any candidate in 
that district. He served on the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, and 
as a member of the Selection Commit- 
tee on Alcoholic iquor Traffic, and 
during the session’ he presided several 
times over the House in Committee 
of the Whole. Mr. Dingley’s first speech 
in Conugress was made April 25, 1882, 
on “Protection to American Shipping,’”’ 
the House beine Committee of the 
Whole on the bill to create a tariff 
commission. 

Under a joint resolution introduced in 
the House by Mr. Dingley and passed 
August 7, 1883, he was appointed a 
member of a joint committee ‘to investi- 
gate the cdhdition and wants of Ameri- 
can ship-building and ship-owning, in 
the House. “The report of Mr. Dingley 
was adopted «unanimously by the com- 
mittee and was regarded as a very able 
and valuable document.

trated by her husband's death, and is 
now under the care of physicians.

AN EVENTFUL CAREER. 
Nelson Dingley, Jr.,. Governor of 
Maine, 1874-75, and Member of Con- 
gress from the Second Congress Dis- 
trict of Maine since 1881, was born in 
Durham, Me., on his’ grandfather's 
farm, on the banks of the Androscog- 
gin River, February 15, 1832, son of 
Nelson and Jane (Lambert) Dingley. 
The year following his birth his parents 
moved to Parkham, Piscatquis county, 
where they lived on a farm for a short 
time, and then took charge of the vil- 
lage tavern, with which a store was 
connected. In 1838 the family removed 
to Unity, Waldo county, and thence, 
in 1854, to Auburn, Androscoggin 
country. At 17 he taught a winter school. 
in the town of China, fourteen miles 
from home, and he continued to teach 
winters while fitting himself for col- 


lege. 

in 1850, at the age of 18, he entered 
Waterville (Me.) Academy, of which 
the well-known Prof. Hanson 
was principal, and there completed his 
preparation for college. Entering 
Waterville College (now Colby Univer- 
sity) in 1851, he remained there a ~~ 
and a half, and then became a student 
at Dartmouth College, from which in- 
stitution he was graduated in 1855, 
with -high rank as a scholar, debater 
and writer. After leaving college, Mr. 
Dingley studied law in 1855-6 with Mer- 
rill & Fessenden, in Auburn, to which 
city his parents had removed, while he 
was in college, and in the latter year 
he was admitted to the bar. 

Instead of entering upon the practice 
of law, he decided to become a journal- 
ist, for which profession he always 
manifested a decided taste. In Sep- 
tember, 1856, he purchased the Lewis- 
ton Journal, of which he 
practically the editor while studying 
law, and to which, in 1861, he added a 
“daily edition. The paper rapidly in- 


creased in circulation under his man- 
agement. 
His first vote was cast in 1854 for 


Hon. Anson P. Morrill, the anti-slavery 
and temperance candidate for Gov-

While the bill was under consideration 
in the House he made a speech on the 
“Removal of American Shipping,” in 
reply to Congressman Cox, which 
placed him at once in the front ranks 
of Congressmen and gave him a na- 
tional reputation. In 1882 he was re- 
elected as a Congressman-at-large for 
the forty-eighth Congress. At the 
opening of Congress in December, 1884, 
Speaker Carlisle appointed him at the 
head of the Republican minority on 
both the Panking and Currency Com- 
mittee and the *select Committee on 
American Ship-building and _  Ship- 
owning in the House. Mr. Dingley at 
once reintroduced his shipping bill, 
which was passed by the .House and 


Sent to the Senate. : 


The latter body amended it by adding 
a provision for the encouragement of 
American postal steamship lines, but 
subsequently the difference was ad- 
justed in conference and the biff was 
approved by the President on June 24, 
1884. On February 7, 1884, Mr. Dingley 
reported from the Shipping Committee 
his bill to constitate a Bureau of Navi- 
gation in the Treasury Department and 
later in the month it was passed in the 
House ‘under a suspension of the rules. 
Subsequently the Senate concurred 
and the bureau was organized. 

Mr. Dingley was reélected to the 
Forty-ninth Congress from the Second 
Maine District in 1884. At the an- 
nual meeting of the Congressional Tem- 
perance Society ‘in February, 1887, Mr. 
Dingley was elected president. 

In June, 1886, Mr. Dingley was re- 

elected to the Fiftieth Congress, and 
again to the Fifty-first in 1888, the 
Fifty-second in 1890, the Fifty-third in 
1892, the Fifty-fourth in 1894, and the 
Fiftv-fifth in 1896, by large and in- 
creasing majorities. In the Fifty-sec- 
‘ond and Fifty-third Congresses he was 
an active member of the Committee 
on Appropriations. In forming his 
Cabinet prior to entering on the 
duties of Chief Executive, March 4, 
1897. President.McKinley tendered the 
position of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to Mr. Dingley, but he declined 
the offer, preferring to remain in his 
position as chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee and floor leader of 
the Republican party majority of the 
House, 
Under his lead the House, within 
sixteen days after the Fifty-fifth Con- 
gress was convened in extraordinary 
session on the 15th of March, 1897, by 
President McKinley, passed a bill revis- 
ing the tawiff. 

Mr, Dingley was a Congregationalist 
in religion. He was married June 11, 
1857. to Miss Salome McKefiney'. of 
Auburn. Me. They have-had six chil- 
dren, Henry M., Charles L. (deceased,) 
Edward N.. Arthur H., Albert G., and 
Edith Dingley. 


Fish ae Brain Food. | 
A popular misconception is shattered 
in a gove’nment bulletin entitled “Fish 
as Foo%” Up to this time all the 
world taought that fish, beyond every- 
thing ¢lse, was valuable for the nour- 
ishme) it of the brain, since it contaéhed 


; 


/much phosphorus. This notion that 
fish contains upgcommonly large propor- 
tions of phosphorus is now pronounced 
a delusion. The government exper:s 
have determined that. the pefcentage 
of phosphorus in specimens or fish 
analyzed by theen is not greater than is 
found in the flesh of other animals 
used for food, While fish is deficient 
in materials which yield heat and mus- 
cular power to the human body; when 
it 1s supplemented by bread, potatoes 
or other vegetables, it supplies a diet 
which will meet all the demands of the 
body. As a food, it is particularly 
desirable for persons. of sedentary 
habits. It fills two distinct places in 
dietetic economy; first, it furnishes a 
cheap source of nitrogenous nutrients, 
and second, it supplies the demand for 
variety in the diet which increases with 
the advance of civilization. The value 
of fish taken from American waters 
every year is over $47,000,000. Most 
of this 4s consumed at home, though a 
vast export trade in canned fish, lobe 
sters and oysters is being opened up. 
Shad is one of the few fishes that 
should be eaten during the spawning 
season. The way in which the fish is 
killed affects the market value. Fish 
caught by the gills and allowed to die 
in the water, or those landed alive and 
allowed ‘to die slowly do not keep 
well, and are inferior as food. The 
fish should be killed immediately after 
it is caught; it will then remain fin, 
and stand shipment well. That the 
average nutrition of fish is lower than 
that of meat foods is shown by figures. 
For instance, a side of mutton is said 
to contain 37 per cent. of nutrients, 
while medium fat beef cantains 33 per 
cent. and turkey 34 per cent. There 
are few fresh fish that yield as high 
as 20 per,ycent. of nutrients. The 
general avelage of fresh fish is 14 per 
cent. California salmon contains 34 
per cent., shad roe 28 per cent., Spen- 
ish mackerel 24 per cent., and Maine 
salmon 25 per cent. Fish and lean 
beef are about equally digestiblg. The 
leaner kind of fish, such as cod, had- 
dock, perch, pike and bluefish, are more 
easily and completely digested than the 
fatter kinds, such as salmon, shad and 
mackerel. To those who have lived 
in the East or West Indies, who have 


h by the native cooks, it is aston- 
‘eine’ that the fish is used so litttle 
for that purpose in this country. The 
fish must be allowed to simmer slowly 
for several hours, and the seasoning 
has to be so discriminately adjusted 
to the delicate flavor of the juices of 
the fish that it needs an artist to do 
it. Under the best conditions the re- 
sult is a soup, which epicures pro- 
nounce superior to the finest turtle, 


Science in Pearl Making. 

While the fact that diamonds can 
now be turned out of the electric fur- 
nace has not in the least 
ations of the diamon market, 
ae the stones produced are too small 
to be of great commercial value, it is 
curious to note the prospects which 
are looming up of the passing of the 
earl diver. The true 
nae in the laboratory, but it is now 
found that nature needs but little help 
to give an almost unlimited supply of 
these valued stones. The old trick of the 
Chinese of introducing grains of sand, 
and little knots of wire into the shell 
of the oyster, in order that the animal 
to relieve itself from the incident irri- 
tation may coat e substance with 
pearl, is well known. G. F. Kunz, in a 


‘recent bulletin, quotes a writer who be- 


lieves that pearls originate from san 
grains taken in at the mouth, — 
into and through the intestines, an 

lodging in the outer edge of the mantle, 
there causing an irritation. Here the 
larger ones remain, while very small 
ones “pass on and go into a white sub- 
tance. which I have called the pearl 
ag.” There is, however, no doubt that 
if foreign matter be inserted between 
the sell and the mantle, the oyster can 
reject it by the contractions of his body. 


But a clever Frenchmen has made this 


possibility of no avail, and by a method 
devised by him every oyster can be 
turned into a miniature pearl factory. 
The shell is trepanned, and a small 
bead of nacre, or even a true pearl of 
small size, is introduced through this 
hole, and fixed to the shell by means 
of cement. This head ‘s in the course 
of time covered with nacre by the 
oyster, and a fine large pearl which 
even dealers cannot distinguish from 
an Orient pearl, is the result. The 
French Academy e* Sciences has been 
discussing the question how far such a 
pearl could be considered a true pearl. 
This was obviously a mattef very dif- 
ficult of decision. and the academy got 
around the question by pronouncing 
that a pearl so made could only be con- 
sidered a true rearl if it had at least 
a hundred layers of the pearl nacre; 
otherwise, it would only be a foreign 
substance covered with nacre. If the 
foreign matter is a pearl itself, this ar- 
bitrary objection disappears. Even the 
artificial pearls of the trade, fashioned 
out of nacre. could be coated in the 
same wey in a couple of years, and it 
is predicted that the mussel and oyster 
will soon be domesticated for the pro- 
Oe of pearls, as the spider is for 
silk. 


Manila Cigars. 

Gigar dealers who have large surplus 
stocks of Cuban and other tobaccos on 
hard, are keeping an eye on Manila 
as a source of the American tobacco 
‘supply in the near future. Manila ci- 
gars are cheap: the best of them can 
be bought at the native stands for 5 
cents each, and a very good smoke can 
be had at the price of the despised two- 
for. The old cone-shaped Manila cigar, 
or cheroot, which was supposed to give 
the best smoke when lighted at the 
thin end, is rapidly going out of fash- 
ion, and modern shapes are taking its 
place. The Americans in Manila are 
taking kindlv to the tobacco, in the 
form of both cigars and cigarettes, 
and it is predicted that as soon as the 
Manila cigars are introduced in the 
States they will become the rage. It is 
quite likely that steps may be taken 
to prevent the exportation of the bad 
qualities of tobacco which in times past 
have given a bad reputation 
country to the Manila product. There 
are eight large cigar and cigarette fac- 
tories in Manila, which employ from 
400 to 2000 operatives each. Beyond 
these houses, which confine themselves 
mainly to the higher grades of the mar- 


ket, there are nearly one hundred 
smaller factories.

THE MEAD OF THE PULLMAN CAR 
COMPANY HERE. 


— 


He Tells of Great Business Done the 
Past Year, and Predicts that the 
Preeent Will Equal tt in Votume 
of Business. 


Late Thursday night the Pullman car 
Atlanta, bearing Hon. Robert T. Lin- 
coln, came in to the Arcade Depot on 
the Southern Pacific overland, and was 
sidetracked alongside the pretty park, 
where it still stands, Mr. Lincoln, be- 
side being the son of the illustrious 
war President, is distinguished in. him- 
self as having been Secretary of War 
in President Arthur's Cabinet, and 
Minister to the Court of St. James dur- 
ing President Harrison's administra- 
tion. He is at present chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Pullman 
Car Company, and as such official is 
practically at the head of that great 
corporation. 

He spent all of yesterday out of the 
city, but at about 7:30 p.m. was found 
in his car by a Times reporter. Mr. 
Lincoln kindly interrupted his chat 
with a party of friends to see the news- 
paper man, but he opened the interview 
by saying: 

“IT really do not see what I can say 
<0 you. I am in private life and there- 
fore not to be intervied on public af- 
fairs.”’ 

The reporter said it was his private 
business he came to talk about, that 
as head of the Pullman company he 
must know intimately the conditions 
of railroad business in the country, and 
indirectly of other industries, and that 
the Pullman business is more or less 
of an index of how other industries are 
doing, and that as 1898 was a remark- 
able year in business, his views would 
be of interest. Mr. Lincoln said: 

“The Pullman business was better 
last year than in any previous year, 
better than in 1892. The concern em- 
ploys, when running to its full capacity, 
5000 men. That many men were con- 
stantly employed in 1898. 

“All the railroads in the country did. 
@ great deal of business and were 
forced to order new cars to carry their 
freight. It was the orders from the 
old lines, like the Pennsylvania and 
others, which ordered as many as 2000 
freight cars at once, which Kept the 
company busy. There are not many 
new lines being built. 

“The Pullman -plant can turn out 
fifty freight cars a day. yet the orders 
ahead were so many that large orders 
from outside parties could not be un- 
dertaken with any promise of being de- 
livered in the next four months. Abil- 
ity is always reserved to take an order 
for fifty to 200 cars from regular cus- 
tomers, and these are continually com- 
ing in. Besides, these old customers of 
the company have given notice of 
large orders to come from them in the 

ext few months, making it as certain 

s a future event can be, that 1899 will 
at least be as good as 1898 was. 

“The company is for the first time 
since the great depression in 1894, mak- 
ing some money. Profits are not 
large. There is a great deal of capi- 
tal in the country, and plenty of 
skilled labor. Competition in all 
branches of business is very sharp, 
and business has to be done on close 
margins. But the company is making 
some money. * 

“The company uses 2400 Pullman cars 
and they are all well patronized. The 
peovle are making money and when 
this is the case they travel. For the 
current vear 150 new cars of this kind 
will be built. 

‘Railroads. too, are doing business 
on a close margin. There are a great 
many roads. and freight rates are Very 
low. Still the roads are making some 
money.” 

The reporter suggested that the 
roads out here did not work for noth- 
ing. To ship oranges east costs $1.25 
per 100 pounds. $25 per ton, for a car 
carrying fifteen tons, $375, and for a 
fifteen-car train. $5625, which is a good 
deal of money for the service. 

Mr. Lincoln said he did not know 
about these matters in detail, but re- 
marked that there are only two roads 
coming here. 

This led to an inquiry as to what he 
might’, have heard of another road 
reaching out after this point in his 
meetings with railroad men. He re- 
plied that he had not heard that mat- 
ter broached. Being reminded of the 
Oregon Short Line extension and asked 
if he had ever heard who was back- 
ing that enterprise, he replied that he 
had not heard a word on that subject, 
nor had he formed a conjecture. 

As to his own preserice here he said: 
“T have been out in this part of the 
country several times before, and I like 
it verv much. I like this genial air 
here. and it does me good. I have been 
knocking about for two weeks and 
feel much better for it. I shall stay 
here a few days, and then go to 
Coronado Beach for a while. On my 
wav out I took a’run down to the City 
of Mexico. 

“Beyond going to Coronado my plans 
@re not matured.”

TAKING A REST. 


Nevada Senatorial Aspirants Await- 
Next Thursdatty’s Results. 
{ASSOCIATED TRESS MIGHT REVOKT. 

CARSON (Nev.,) Jan. 13.—After the 
preliminary skirmish in the Silver State 
Central Committee, both Senatorial as- 
pirants are resting on their oars awail- 
ing the result of the postpened mect- 
ing next Thursday. The action of the 
Central Committee in refusing tuo de- 
pose W. E. Sharon as chairman gave 
the Stewart men a temporary set back, 
but they claim they will carry their 
point at the postponed meeting and that 
the deposing of the chairman by votes 
instructed from all over the State will 
make the defeat more crushing. The 
Newlands side predicts that when .the 
committee meets it will again sustain 
Chairman Sharon. The Appeal today 
published a communication from C. N. 
Sain, giving Newlands notice of a reso- 
lution he will introduce at the next 
meeting of the committee. 

It denounces Newlands as a traitor 
to his party and to the cause of silver 
and scores him in unmeasured terms. 
The Newlands men are at a disadvan- 
tage with the war made in the Central 
Committee and also in the Legislature. 
The Stewart men are so far on the ag- 
gressive and claim that they had 
enough votes to have carried any point, 
and that on Thursday next they will 


make Sharon's expulsion almost 

unanimous. 
Tht Newlands organs are charging 

that Col. Jack Chinn is sailing under 


false colors in the Senatorial fight and 
is not the-agent of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, Col. Chinn, in an in- 
terview said: 

“T have never claimed to have becw 
sent here by the National Committee, 


as the committee thas not met fer 
months. I came here at the sugges- 
tion of leading silver men, and it is 


not dosting Stewart a dollar to have 
me here in the interest of free silver. 
If you want to learn anything about 
me write to Blackburn, Daniels or Me- 
Millan and you will find out all about 
me.”” 


NEW MEXICO, 


AFTERMATH OF THE NOTED BUT- 
TON GANG CASE, 


Deputy Sheriff Indicted for the Kill- 
ing of a Desperado Who Ke- 
sisted Arrest—t nique Mining 
Town With No Saloons—A Kill- 
ing at Gallup. 


ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Jan. 10.— 
{Regular Correspondence.] Thomas H. 
Tucker went to Santa Fé last week, 
gave $5000 bonds to answer a charge of 
murder and took a change of venue 
to Albuquerque. Tucker is charged in 
the indictment with the killing of Hipo- 
lito Vigil in Senta Fé in 1894. Vigil 
was the leader of the “Button Gang” 
of assassins that plotted and perpe- 
trated the cowardly murder of Frank 
Chavez. Sheriff Cunningham and 
| Deputies Tucker and Page Otero went 
out with warrants to arrest the gang. 
Vigil was Chief of Police and Coroner 
of Santa Fé, having been rewarded 
with office for his part in the murder. 
He resisted arrest and fired at Deputy 
Tucker. Tucker shot him in the arm 
and Otero filled him with buckshot. 
Four others of the gang were arrested, 
tried and convicted and hanged after 
@ desperate legal fight in their behalf 
by their patron, Tom Catron, who even 
procured reprieves for them after they 
had confessed. 

Tucker remained in Santa Fé as a 
deputy for four years, and no attempt 
was made to charge him with murder, 
but when Catron and his gang at- 
tempted to prosecute some of Tucker's 
friends in Las Cruces for the alleged 
murder of Col. Fountain they feared 
that Tucker might render active assist- 
ance to his friends, and to get him out 
of the way they had him indicted, ar- 
rested and taken to Santa Fé. That: 
was early in 1898. and no effort has been 
made to bring the case to trial. Sheriff 
Cunningham and Page Otero, whom 
Tucker assisted in the killing of Assas- 
sin Vigil, have not been indicted. 

The charge against Tucker is so 
flimsy and so evidently made for po- 
litical purposes, as ‘“‘politics’’ are prac- 
ticed in New Mexico, that some of the 
papers in the Territory carefully sup- 
press the facts and represent that 
Vigil was a sheep herder and that 
Tucker killed him because he tried to 
un é@ay from a warrant. The truth 
s that Vigil would have been hanged 
with the Borregos had not the Sheriff's 
posse returned his fire and killed him 
on the etreet. 

Page Otero is the brother of the 
Governor of New Mexico. He is the 
one who secured the evidence against 
the Button gang and brought them to 
justice. Otero is in the volunteer serv- 
ice at Albany, Ga., and has just been 
appointed major of the New Mexican 
battalion. He is now in favor with 
the dominant faction in New Mexico, 
and Tucker is not. 


NEW MEXICAN NOTES. 


J. W. Ray, an American, has been 
brought here from Gallup and lodged in 
jail on a mvrder charge. Ray and a 
Hungarian named Starbercie became 
engaged in a shooting affray on New 
Year’s night. The Hungarian died 
three days later. On the 4th Ray was 
arraigned before a justice of the peace 
at Gallup and held in bail for $2000, ‘but 
as the wounded man died at a later 
hour, a more serious charge was pre- 
-ferred against Ray, examination being 
set for the 5th. He is now held without 
bail. 

Forty-nine Zuni Indians in Bernalillo 
county have died from smallpox and a 
number are yet ill with the disease. 

The County Commissioners of Col- 
fax county have accepted the new 
County Courthousesat Raton. It is a 
fine building, conveniently .arranged. 

Clarksville, the new mining town, lo- 
cated seven miles from Gallup, has no 
saloons, and is described as - being 
a pretty place, with comfortable ap- 
pearing houses. The coal lands con- 
trolled by W. A. Clark, the builder 
of the town, aggregate 3200 acres. 
The coal is free-burning, soft lignite 
of fine quality. Two hundred tons per 
week of fire clay are also mined here 
and shipped to Mr. Clark’s smelting 
plant at Jerome, Ariz. 

The coal mines in the Gallup district 
average an output of 600 cars per week. 
During the week ending December 3, 
1898, 900 cars were shipped. 

A. L. Conrad, traveling auditor of the 
Santa Fé Railroad, stated while in 
Santa Fé that the road contemplated 
laying new seventy-five-pound steel 
rails on the roadbed between Dodge 
City, Kan. and Albuquerque. Steel 
bridges will supersede wooden struc- 
tures and Albuquerque may have a 
new depot. and hotel. From three to 
four new Dickson & Waldon engines 
are being sent out each week to re- 
place the old ones now in use on the 
various New Mexico divisions. 

Baltimore capitalists, who will raise 
goats with the intention of converting 
their skins into shoe and glove leather, 
have bought a lot of land near Las 
Vegas for goat-raising purposes. 

Mike Williams of Raton attemptéd 
to commit suicide by shooting himself 
in the head. His aim was not good, 
and now Mr. Williems is thankful. 

A verdict of guilty was, rendered 
in the Gonzales murder case at Santa 
Fé on the 9th inst. The case was given 
to the jury shortly before.10 o'clock 
Saturday night, and the jury reported 
immediately upon the reassembling of 
court Monday morning. Three other 
indictments against Manuel D. and 
Fidel J. Gonzales are to be taken up 
in the Santa Fé court without delay. 

John Pfleuger, the Lamy merchant, 
estimates his loss by fire recently to 


i be $12,500; he carried insurance to the 


of $7250. The insurance com- 
panies have paid him $6000 on his loss, 

Thirty Elks, resident in Las Vegas, 
visited Santa Fé yesterday, and in- 
ducted a large number of residents of 
the capital into the mysteries of the 
order, thereby instituting a new lodge. 
The Indians at Acoma have been 
boycotting Miss Cora <A. Taylor, the 
government school teacher. Her pre- 
decessor wes dismissed for cause, but 
his popularity in certain circles has 
redounded to Miss Taylor's injury. 
Out of a school population of 200, 
an average attendanee of eight has 
been the record of her school. Miss 
Taylor is commended for her faith- 
fulness in spite of these discourage- 
ments. 

There are twenty-three to 

twenty-seven patients in the railroad 
hospital at Las Vegas, this beiygg the 
largest number in the history of the 
institution. 
Acting Gov. Wallace granted a par- 
don, New Year's, to Ologio Torres, 
sent to the penitentiary from thie 
county on a charge of assault with 
intent to kill. He was sentenced to 
eighteen months, and has served nine 
months. He has an aged mother, wife 
and children dependent upon him for 
eupport.

TUCSON (Ariz.,) Jan. 11.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] On last Saturday 
Judge Davis rendered several decis- 
ions in cases brought by the county 
against well-known citizens for money 
claimed to have been illegally paid 
them. Judgment was rendered against 
each defendant for $1078.42 in the case 
entitled Pima County vs. Grant A. 
Avery, M. G. Samaniego, James Fin- 
ley and Joseph B. Scott. Judgment 
for $945.57 was 
Sheriff Leatherwood, the facts being 
the same in all the judgments men- 
tioned. The. question was one involv- 
ing the legality of the claim made by 
the Sheriffs for taking care of United 
States prisoners, the Federal govern- 
ment having entered into a contract 
with the county for the guarding, feed- 
ing and caring for such prisoners. 
Judge Davis, in rendering his opin- 
ion, held that it is the duty of the 
Sheriff under the statutes of Arizona 
to take charge of and keep the County 
Jail and prisoners therein, and he is 
not entitled to any extra compensa- 
tion therefor. 

Another judgment was rendered 
against C. F. Schumacher, M. G. Sa- 
maniego, Thomas Q. Bullock and 
Charles F. Webber in the sum of $394. 
This was the amount of salary paid 
Probate Judge Wood for the last 
quarter of 1896. The evidence showed 
that Mr. Wood’s books were experted 
and he was found to have neglected 
paying into the county treasury a con- 
siderable sum collected in fees. The 
demand of Judge Wood for salary was 
subsequently assigned to the defend- 
ant, Charles Webber. The court held 
that the Board of Supervisors acted 
unlawfully in allowing the demand and 
paying the money, as Judge Wood was 
indebted to. the county in a much 
larger sum thay the salary due him.

Shipments of Gold Bullion Coming in 
from Mexico—VYoung Athiete’s 
Tumble from a Roof—Two Large 
Funerals —'The Farmers’ 
Annual Meeting of Doctors. 


PASADENA, Jan. 13.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Another shipment of gold bullion has 
just come across the Mexican line and is due 
here tomorrow for the Los Pintos Mining 
Company -of this city—the second invoice 
within a few weeks. The San Gabriel Valicy 
Bank is the repository of this company, in 
which President Frank Bolt, Manager J. H. 
Holmes of Hotel Green, Col. C. P. Morehouse 
and other Pasadena parties are interested. 
The recent developments in the company’s 
mines down in Scrora have male the stock- 
holders happy, and they are getting ready to 
put on a full head of steam. Manager J. D. 
Thomson will start tomorrow for the mining 
camps with men, teams and supplies.: He 
is to add ten more stamps to the. Las Pintos 
plant, and has just secured a permit from 
the Mexican authorities for taking a twenty- 
name mill across the border for the Quitovac 
mine. 

These propertics are situated in the back 
yard of Mexico, ard to reach them a two- 
days’ dreary trip across the desert from Gila 
Bend is necessary. They are only about ten 
miles from the Gulf of California, and the 
eperators propose to consiruct a mule rail- 
road to the gulf for bringing in supplies and 
taking out ore Capitalists in New York, 
Chicago and Philadelphia are associated with 
these Pasadena gentlemen in this enterprise. 
The preliminary work has been going on fcr 
two years, and the result is now seen in 
quantities of vellow metal that cause the 
waistbands of the owners to dilate. If their 
enterprise prospers, as they hope it will, 
they expect to run a boat down the gulf to 
connect with their mule tramway, and to 
establish a lively mining settlement.

SANTA MONICA. 


High Waiter Along the Deach—Whart 
Deck Damaged, 

SANTA MONICA, Jan. 13.—[Regular Corre- 
sponéence.] Thursday morning's high water 
along the beach came up further than at 
any time before tn the past eight years. For 
a distance of three miles or more a strip of 
beach probably more than fifty feet in width 
was carried uway. The ground about the 
ecreenhouse at tie sewer wharf at South 
Santa Monica was washed away, but as far 
as reported the structure was not injured. 
The plank walk along the beach was carried 
away in places, but those parts can be re- 
placed at slight cost. When the tide was at 
ite highest the sea was rolling heavily, so 
that the breakers pounded upward against 
the deck of the pleasure wharf. A half-dozen 
of the planks were forced from their fasten- 
ings, and one of them was split. Further 
northerly along the coast thousands of tons 
of sand were carried from shore, so that the 
space between the Southern Pacific tracks 
and the water was much narrowed. About 
half a mile of the county road which runs 
beside and a little below the Southern Pacific 
tracks near the long wharf was washed away. 
It is probable that much of the sand washed 
from the beach in front of town will be 
thrown back again later. 


SANTA MONICA BREVITIES. 


George Rogers, a pioneer of Santa Monica, 
died at the County Hospital in Los Angeles 
Thursday, aged 66 years. 

Opposition to the enforcement of the wood- 
awning ordinance seems to have been aban- 
doned.

Capt. Manha and his brother saw thai 
they must fight or lose their schooner. They 
Srabbed Fratus and threw him to the 
rail, choking him unti! he was tem rarily 
subdued. Then they threw the anchor out. 
just in time to save the tressel. Fratus 
got an iron bar and made for the Manhas, 
and they defended themselves with clubs. 
There was a free-for-all fight, in which 
hair and blood flew freely. Fratus finally 
got the worst of it. He was locked up, 
and Capt. Manhu went ashore and laid the 
case before the comandante, who went ou: 


shoudted Capt. 


and took possession of the warlike first 
mate. Capt. Manha paid the fellow his 
wages, $79, and left him at Magdalena. 


Fratus worked his way up to Ensenada, and 
there he took a steamer for San Francisco. 

The Negus, after getting her cargo, sailed 
for this port, with «a Mexican in Fratus’s 
place. Four days out a terrific southeaster 
came up, and though the scheoner ran 
under bare poles, she continually shipped 
terrible seas, and labored heavily. She 
gave signs of weakening under the 
strain. To save her, the déck cargo was 
jettisoned, thirty tons of valuable guano 
being «thrown overboard. Even thus 
lightened, the cabin was fooded and the 
foremast gear gave way, dropping the fore- 
sail and threatening to carry away the 
mast. Still another huge wave went over 
the vessel, and the crew began to despair. 
Some of them dropped upon their knees and 
prayed, and one cursed like a pirate. The 
negro cook bellowed, “I guess we'uns’ll go 
de way Jonah took.’’ 

But they rode out that gaie, and then 
managed to get threuge the recent storm, 
which struck them off Ensenada. They got 
to port with seventy-five tons of good 


guano. 
MEXICAN STEAMER LINE, 


Rumors are persistent in attributing ne- 
gotiations to President Butler of the Cali- 
fornia and Oriental line looking to the 
early establishment of a Mexican coust 
line. Mr. Butler declines to enter into de- 
tails, but does not flatly deny that negotia- 
tions are in progress. From a director of 
the Chamber.of Commerce it is learned that 
three different companies are figuring on the 
on different bases, with “the 
chances largely in favor vf the California 
and Oriental and Santa Fé acting in con- 
junction. . The Lower California Develop- 
ment Company is anxious to get in, but 
has no suitable steamers, and it is diffi- 
cult for the officials of that company and 
the Santa to get together. 

It is generally recognized that the Santa 
Fé must be considered in any plan to es- 
tablish a Mexican line, and that unless that 
company supports such a line, at least for 
@ year or two, it will be impossible to make 


it pay. The Lower California Company 
drew off its steamer S:. Denis because it 
did not pay. But whatever moves are on 


foot, it is conceded that a line will soon 
be inaugurated, in or@ler to d-velop the rich 
trade between Mexico and the Orient, as 
well as along the coast. 

Mr. Butler, in discussing the matter with 
a reporter. spoke of the importations of 
Chinese and Japanese laborers into Mexico 
and Central America, which would be a 
large item in the business. The Japanese 
colony in the State of Chiapas is getting 
well under way, with the probability that 
several thousand Japanese are to be im- 
ported there goon.

RIDER'S GRUESOME FIND IN THE 
El, MODENA HILLS. 


His Attention Attracted by the 
of Faithfal Doge to Where Their 
Master Lay Dead—An El Wodena 
Resident Jumped to Save Him 
Life.

13. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.| The bark of his faithful Shep- 
herd gs led to the discovery of the dead 
body of their master in a lonely, out-of-the- 
way place in the foothills, east of El Modena, 
yesterday afternoon. The gruesome find was 
made by Samuel! Carpenter, « son of Frank 
Carpenter of Orange, who was riding through 
the bills in search of horses. As he passed 
near a scattered band of sheep which were 
grazing on the hillsides, his attention was 
attracted by the mournful bark of a shepherd 
dog, followed by the sharp yelps of his mate, 
as if they were in distress. Riding to where 
he could see to the bottom of a steep bank 
about fifteen feet high, he found the intelli- 
gent animals standing guard over the body of 
their master,theherder of the sheep, who was 
lying face downward at the bottom of the in- 
cline. After calling eeveral times to the 
than and getting no response, the horseman 
started to dismount to see what was the mat- 
ter, but the shaggy guards barked furiously 
at him and would not let him come any 
nearer. Carpenter immediately rode to the 
home of Mr. EKyraud, owner of the sheep, sev- 
eral miles away, and informed him of his dis- 
‘covery. Returning to the scene, the two 
found: the shepherd to be dead. He had eyi- 
deutliy slipped and fallen down the muddy 
bank, striking on his head with such foree 
that hie meck was broken. His left arm was 
bent under his body and his shoulder up- 
peared to be Gisloeated, as the upper part of 
his chest, as well as his face and neck, were 
badly colored. His tracks were found leading 
to the bank in the mud along the hiltside, 
and the imprints looked as if they had been 
made just after a rain. The body appeared 
to have been dead about twenty-four hours, 
the unfortunate herder having met with the 
accident some time Wednesday morning, af- 
gy heavy rain of Tuesday and Tuesday 
night. 

Deputy Coroner Smith of Santa Ana was 
notified as soon as possible, and he, in com- 
pany with young Carpenter and his father 
and several assistants, brought the body in 
late last night. after a most unpleasant ex- 
perience with it. Being unable to get a team 
any closer than a mile and a half of it. they 
made their way on foot across the hills by 
the light of a single lantern to the lonely 
spot. Tieing a rope around the body, they 
dragged it with a saddle horse to where the 
dead-wagon had been left. 

Coroner Clark held an inquest over the re- 
mains at the Deputy Coroner's office this af- 
ternoon, the jury returning a verdict of ac- 
cidental death. 

Had it not been for the bark of the two 
shepherd dogs which led to young Carpen- 
ter’s discovery of it, the body might have re- 
maine® there for a week cr longer and be- 
come the prey of coyotes, as the camp where 
the herder lived was only visited once a week 
by the sheep-owner, who carried provisions 
for him. 

The herder was a Frenchman, named G. 
Regneer, 45 years of age. His remains will 
be shipped to relatives in Los Angeles fer in- 
terment. 

JUMPED FOR HIS LIFE.

Chapman-street 
crossing of the Southern California Railway 
at Orange this afternoon. In attempting to 
cross the track in front of a train, his wagon 
was struck by the engine and torn into 
splinters.

DRILL FOR GOLD MEDALS. 


High School Pupils and Others Con- 
test in Physical Culture. 

Seventy-two young men and fifty- 
nine men and boys contested for two 
gold medals in the Ralston physical 
culture exercises at Hazard’s Pavil- 
ion last evening.

Following the first 
drill those members of each class who 
had received a vote from the judges 
were called back to repeat the drill, 
and so on until the contestants were 
narrowed down to two women and 
six men. So many of the contestants 
were equally proficient in the exercises 
that it was a hard matter for the 
judges to decide on the medal winners. 
All of the classes showed ability, and 
the entire programme was thoroughly 
appreciated by the audience. 

In addition to the physical exerétses 
the programme consisted of a panto- 
mime, ‘“‘Nearer My God, to Thee,” by 
nine young women; a vocal sow, “Cupid 
Song,” from “The Serenade,”’ by Miss 
Helen Spier, and a shert address and 
the presentation of the medals by Prof. 
W. H.- Housh, ef the High School. The

As the law requires, Superintendent 
of Schools Foshay has issued official 
notice that all persons attending the 
public schools must be vaccinated 
within ten days, or be excluded from 
the schools. This applied as much to 
the teachers as to scholars. The Board 
of Health and the Board of Education 
have decided upon a plan by which 
they will know just who has complied 
with the law and who has not. For 
the benefit of those who are unable to 
procure vaccination for their children, 
-a corps of physicians will be appointed 
tomorrow evening, who, upon the pre- 
sentation of the proper certificate, will 
perform the service free. 

It is almost certain that at the regu- 
lar session of the City Council tomor- 
row Thomas Goss will be elected a 
member of the new Board of Police 
Commissioners, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mr. Wor- 
sham. 

The Finance Committee of the City 
Council has recommended that the old 
city employés who remained at work 
several days after the new administra- 
tion came in be paid for the services 
out of the salaries of those whom they 
assisted. 

The board of arbitrators will resume 
their sessions tomorrow morning, and 
will meet daily until their work is com- 

eted. 

OTe suit began by Miss Gantz against 
A. Harmon yesterday is in general 
character similar to hundreds of others 
that have been brought in Southern 
California. She thought she was put- 
chasing eighty acres of good land for 
$525. and when she livened up to the 
fact that it was mostly of the wildcat 
variety, she was disappointed. Miss 
Gantz is now trying to recover her 
money. 

In the suit of Denis against Kohn, 
involving the question whether the 
third brother. Herman, was a partner 
of Kohn Bros., ended yesterday when 
the jury returned a verdict that in 
‘practical effect was a negative to this 
auestion.

Alfred Fiedler yesterday began a 
suit against Harry Althouse to recover 
$5075 as damages and for medical serv- 
ices. The plaintiff was working at the 
St. Louis Café on Broadway, and fell 
through a hatchway, the result being 
that he was seriously injured. 

The San Francisco law firm of Doug- 
las, Pyburn & Co., to whom was given 
by the Board of Supervisors the con- 
tract to collect certain moneys due the 
county from the State on account of 
certain orphan claims, have succeeded 
in carrying the matter through. The 
sum of $6699.90, being amounts due for 
the years 1880 to 1886, is now on deposit 
to this county’s credit in the State 
treasury.

MUST BE VACCINATED. 


HOW THE WORK OF PROTECTING 
CHILDREN WILL BE DONE, 


Those Unable to Pay for it Will 
Receive the Service Free—New 
Police Commissioner Selected, 
Important Finance Committe 
Meeting. 


From the time the Health Office 
opened yesterday morning until dark 
there was an almost constant procession 
of people to and from the place, all of 
them anxious to learn how the gen- 
eral vaccination of the school children 
recently ordered by the Board of Health 
and the Board of Education was to be 
done. Nearly aS many more as called 
at the office telephoned there asking the 
same information. Up to 3 o’clock there 
had been more than 100 telephone mes- 
sages on that subject, and no count was 
kept of the people who came to the 
office. Many of them brought their 
children, and more than one little one 
was crying, because the children be- 
lieved that they were to be vaccinated 
at the Health Office, and they were 
naturally afraid of what they did not 
understand. There seemed to be some 
misunderstanding of the matter by cer- 
tain of the school teachers who had 

tified their pupils that vaccination 
was necessary, and many of the people 
who called stated that they had been 
informed that they must come to the 
Health Office to have their children 
vaccinated. 

At the rooms of the Board of Educa- 
tion the same condition prevailed. 
There was a stream of people in and 
out of the offices all day long, all of 
them waiting to see Superintendent 
Foshay- These people had, they said, 
been told to come there and receive 
information as to the vaccination of 
their children,a and during the day 
Prof. Foshay had to explain the plan 
which the board will follow. The man- 
ner in which the parents regarded the 
order of the board varied greatly. Most 
of them were willing enough to comply 
with the orders if théy were only told 
what they must do, but others were not 
at all pleased over the matter. One fond 
father came into the office in a rage 
and stated that his children should go 
to schobl- without being vaccinated, and

the matter to the Supreme Court. He 
was asked what his information as to 
the matter was, and stated that he had 
been told that the board had no au- 
thority to compel vaccinations. Super- 
intendent Foshay then showed him the 
law on the subject and also told him 
of the two cases which had been car- 
ried to the Supreme Court, both of 
which upheld the law,andthat citizen 
left saying he would have his children 
vaccinated at once. 

“These people all seem to blame me 
for this order,”’ said Prof. Foshay yes- 
terday afternoon. ““‘They do not seem 
to understand that this is a serious 
matter, and that neither the Roard of 
Education nor myself has any option 
in the matter. We have been ordered 
by the Board of Health to obey the law, 
and there is nothing else for us to do. 
The law will be enforced, not because 
of any danger from smallpox, for that 
is only a possibility, but because it is 
the law. 

PLANS FOR VACCINATION. 

Health Officer Powers was asked yes- 
terday what plan to secure the proper 
vaccination of school children would be 
followed. He said: “Our plan is a very 
simple one. Under it there will be no 
reason why every scholar in the public 
schools is not vaccinated. Many people 
think that because they were vacci- 
nated years ago they are compara- 
tively immune from smallpox, but such 
is not the case. We have decided to re- 
quire all persons in the schools who 

ve not been vaccinated within a 
year to be vaccinated. The desire of 
both boards is that all persons who are 
able to do so shall have their vaccina- 
tions done by their regular physicians. 
— will insure its being properly done, 

d at the same time relieve other phy- 
sicians of a©great deal of work. It is 
desired that this be done at once, for 
the sooner it is done the sooner we will 
know just what to expect. The matter 
has been placed in the hands of the 
Committee on Health of the Board of 
Education, and that committee will 
next week appoint a corps of physicians 
several in each ward. who will be 
charged with the duty. of vaccinating 
those who are unable to pay for the 
service. If any person cannot pay for 
the vaccination of his children he has 
only to go to one of these physicians 
and the work will be done free. he 
work would be. going on now if the sup- 
plies were here, but we will have them 
on hand in a day or twé6.” 

OFFICIAL NOTICE SERVED. 

The law requires that before any un- 
vaccinated person can be excluded from 
oy schools, a‘notice of ten days must 

given. To comply with this pro- 
vision of the law Superintendent ‘va. 
shay had posted in every school-room” 
of the city and had read to the pupils 

y ac the Legislature of 
State of California, February 20, 
City Boards of Education are required 
after ten-days’ notice to exclude every 
child or person from the benefits of the 
public schools who neglects or fails to 
present from a practicing and licensed 
physician a certificate of successful vac- 
cination, or a certificate showing that 
the child or person has been properly 
vaccinated without success. 

“In accordance with the above pro- 
visions, notice is hereby given that on 
and after the expiration of ten days 
from this date, all children and other 
persons will be excluded from the bene- 
fite of the public schools of the city of 
Los Angeles, until the proper certifi- 
cates can be furnished. 

[Signed] “J. A. FOSHAY, 

“Superintendent.” 

As this notice was dated January 13, 
the time within which the vaccination 
of all the children in the public schools 
must be done will expire on the 23d 
inst., a week from tomorrow. 

Those who are financially unable to 
seoure the vaccination of their children, 
in order to avail themselves of the ser- 
vices of the physicians, must first se- 
cure a certificate indicating their in- 
ability to secure the vaccination. 
Blank certificates for this purpose will 
be supplied at the office of the Board 
of Education and within a few days all 
the school principals will have them. 
The form of the certificate follows: 

“I hereby certify that I am unable to 
procure vaccination for my child or 
children, and I respectfully request the 
Board of Education to procure the same 
for me.” 

Then follows the place for signature 
and following that is a space in which 
some taxpayer acquainted with the 
facts must certify to the truth of the 
statement of the parent. The whole 
must then be endorsed by the principal 
or teacher of the child or children to be 
vaccinated. This certificate may then 
be taken to one of the corps of physi- 
cians and he will at once vaccinate the 
child or children free of charge. 

In order that a uniform plan of cer- 
tifying to proper vaccination may be 
had, the Health Department has sup- 
plied all the physicians in the city with 


.cards on one of which they are to cer- 


tify that this or that child has been 
successfully vaccinated or that due dil- 
igence has been used and that the child 
cannot successfully vaccinated. 
These cards are to be filled out in ink 
and signed by the physician. Only the 
signatures of licensed physicians wil! be 
accepted. The cards are to he issued 
by the physicians to the children and 
by them they are to he filed with their 
teachers: Any child who has not se- 
cured one of these certificates within 
ten days will be excluded from the pub- 
lic schools. The teachers will be or- 
dered to keep a careful record of the 
cards turned in and when all are in, to 
deliver them to the principals of the 
schools, who will bring them to the 
superintendent. 

The condition of the general health 
of the city is said by Health Officer 
Powers to be vastly better than it was 
several weeks ago. There has never 
been any real danger of a srpead of the 
few cases of smallpox here and the 
vaccination is ordered now as much 
through a desire to obey the law as on 
account of a precaution against a pos- 
sible danger. 


NEW POLICE COMMISSIONER, 


Thomas Goss to Be Elected by the 
Council Tomorrow, 

Unless there is a change in the pres- 
ent programme for filling the vacancy 
on the new Board of Police Commis- 
sioners caused by the resignation of 
Mr. Worgham, Thomas Goss will be 
elected to that position at the regular 
session of the City Council tomorrow. 
It had been expected that there would 
be a meeting of the Republican caucus 
of the Council to consider the filling 
of this position, and one informal meet- 
ing attended by a minority of the mem- 
bers was held, but nothing was done 
then. Since that meeting there has 
been a general discussion of the sub- 
ject among the members of the Coun- 
cil wherever they happened to meet, 
and several of them have had frequent} 
consultations with Mayor Baton. It 
has long been known that the Mayor 
wanted Mr. Goss as @ member of the 
Police Commission, and that he was 
not originally elected occasioned some 
surprise among those who did not 
know the reason of the selection of 
another man. Since the resignation 
of Mr. Worsham a majority of the 
Council are said to have come over to 
the Mayor's side in the matter, and the 
other members, knowing that there is 
a majority in favor of the election of 


Mr. Goss, are expected to vote for him 
also. Just who will present his name 
has not been decided upon, but it is al- 
most certain to receive the votes of 
every member of the Council unless 
some of them change their minds, 


REBATES CONSIDERED. 


First Important Meeting of the New 
Finance Committee of the Council, 
The first important meeting of the 

new Finance Committee of the City 
Council since the announcement of the 
standing committees by President Sil- 
ver, was held yesterday in the City 
Clerk’s office. A number of matters 
had accumulated which required the at- 
tention of the committee, and nearly all 
of them were disposed of in the recom- 
mendations that the committee made 
to the Council. 

At the time that the new city offi- 
cials took charge of their offices it 
was necessary that a number of the 
old clerks and other employés remain 
in the office for a few days for the 
purpose of instructing the new men 
as to the manner in which the work in 
the several departments was per- 
formed. The retiring employés of the 
city had requested that they be al- 
lowed pay for this service, which prac- 
tically amounted to several days’ addi- 
tional work, and that matter was pre- 
sented before the Finance Cocnmittee. 
That body yesterday decided that it 
would allow all such claims, but where 
the work was done in showing new 
men their duties and explaining the 
routine of the various offices the com- 
mittee thought that the new men 
should stand the cost of this addi- 
tional expense. The amounts that will 
be paid to the old men will therefore be 
taken from the salaries of the new men 
for the first month of their emnploy- 


ment. 
SALOON REBATES. 

The applications of three saloon men 
for rebates of money paid as license 
during a time when they were not 
doing business had been referred to the 
committee. The first of these to be 
taken up was the application of W. F. 
Schroeder for a rebate of $50, the re- 
turn of. whith has been recommended 
by the old Board of Police Comenis- 
sioners. It was shown to the com- 
mittee that Schroeder by mistake had 
paid his December license twice, al, 
though he had but one saloon. Th 
committee considered it only fair that 
one of the license fees be returned to 
him, and the granting of his appli- 
cation was, therefore, recommended to 

ouncil. 
Soe request of John Hickson for the 
return of $150 paid as saloon license 
during a time that his place of business 
was being repaired, was also before the 
committee. Joseph Maier appeared be- 
fore the committee to urge the allow- 
ance of the claim. He admitted that 
his brewery firm had paid the license 
for the three months that the saloon 
was not open, and stated that with 
them it was a plain business proposi- 
tion. If the saloon license was not 
paid up it would be impossible for the 
brewery to get what was owed it by 
the place, because without the license 
the place would be of little value. He 
argued that as the saloon had done no 
business in the three months for which 
the license was paid, it would be unfair 
for the city to exact a license. Chair- 
man Toll of the committee stated that 
he did not favor the practice of en- 
deavoring to make the city practically 
a partner in business that concerned 
only the brewery. After some argu- 


ment the committee recommended that} 


the demand be allowed. 

D. J. Lewis had im a similar de- 
mand. but the committee, after hear- 
ing the matter explained, took it un- 
der advisement. His saloon on First 
street was closed for three months 
pending a settlement of bankruptcy 
proceedings, and the license was regu- 
larly paid for three months. 

The several demands for payment for 
the sites of the new engine houses 
which had been accepted by the Coun- 
cil. were before the committee, but 
no action was taken on them. The City 
Attorney has given his opinion that it 
will first be necessary for the Council 
to adopt a final ordinance accepting the 
deeds to the sites before the demands 
are paid, and as this has not been 
done. the committee did not feel free 
to pass upon the demands. The _ re- 
aquired ordinance will be presented at 
the meeting of the Council tomorrow. 

The committee recommended that the 
City Auditor be directed to transfer the 
sum of $595 from the park interest and 
sinking fund to the park improvement 
fund. At the last meeting of the 
Council the City Attorney informed 
that body that such a transfer was nec- 
essary under law, the original seg- 
regation of the park improvement 
peg having been without authority in 
aw. 

The lease between the city and Sam- 
vel Martin involving a portion of 
Griffith Park, was approved, as was 
the official bond of City Treasurer 
Hartwel!. 

The petitions of Mrs. C. M. Robin- 
son. Hubertina Hofer and Ellen WH. 
Cobb for rebates of taxes paid under 
erroneous assessments, or for permis- 
sion to redeem certain realty from tax 
sales made under erroneous assess- 
ment, were granted. 


WILL MEET MONDAY. 


Water Arbitrators to Rush Their 
Work to Completion. 

The board of arbitrator$ appointed 
to determine the value of the plant of 
the Los Angeles City Water Company 
and to state the amount that the city 
must pay for that plant in the purchase 
which is to be made of it, will resume 
their work Monday morning. The board 
adjourned before the holidays, and has 
held no meetings since, but the mem- 
bers have been examining into the mat- 
ters that were presented before ad- 
journment. 

Col. George H. Mendell, who went 
to his home in San Francisco after the 
adjournment, has returned and will 
preside at the meeting Monday. The 
members of the board met informally 
yesterday morning for the purpose of 
arranging plans for their work. They 
are desirous that the work be completed 
as speedily as possible, and they were 
assured that some of the attorneys will 
complete their presentation of the case 
as soon as they possibly can. None of 
the members would yesterday even 
guess at the time when they expected 
to complete their work, each saying 
that that would depend upon the mat- 
ter that was presented before them, and 
the manner of its presentation. 


STREET BIDS ACCEPTED, 


Award of Contracts Recommended 
to the City Couneil. 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works to the Council tomorrow will 
consist almost wholly of recommenda- 
tions as to the awarding of stret con- 
tracts. At the last meeting of the 
Council all the bids received for the 
various improvements recently ordered 
were referred to the board, and that

WILDCAT LAND. 


A DRESSMAKER SEEKS TO ANNUL 
A CONTRACT OF PURCHASE. 


Miss Gantz Alleges That She is 
Young and Inexperienced and 
So Was Induced to Part With 
Good Money for Bad Land. 


Margie M. Gantz yesterday filed a 
suit against Awdell Harmon. She is a 
dressmaker, and it is averred that she 
is young and jnexperienced in business 
affairs, and was badly done up in a 
land deal, by which $525 was obtained 
from her, as she alleges, by fraudulent 
representations. 

Last September Harmon, it is al- 
leged, stated to Miss Gantz that he 
owned eighty acres of land that was 
level, tillable, fertile, and all under cul- 
tivation; that it had a house upon it, 
water sufficient for domestic use and 
for stock, and a small amount for irri- 
gation; that there was 1500 feet of 
water pipe, and that as the land lay 
he was willing to sell out for $525, al- 
though the property was worth much 
more. Harmon represented the piaintiff 
alleges, that he held the land under a 
contract with the Southern Pacific 
Company, but would be able to perfect 
his title and make a deed of convey- 
ance to Miss Gantz, if she accepted his 
offer. within three months from Sep- 
tember 3—the time when the negotia- 
tion and alleged sale was made. On 
this understanding, and believing the 
representations made to her to be true, 
Miss Gantz avers that she consented 
to become the purchaser of the prop- 
erty and paid over $250 on account, he 
agreeing that if he did not make con- 
veyance to the plaintiff of a clear and 
unincumbered title to the land, he 
would at the end of three months re- 
pay the $250. On November 4 the re- 
maining $275 of the purchase price was 
paid over by Miss Gantz, and _ she 
avers that at that time the previous 
stipulation as to refunding if title was 
not given in three months, was re- 
peated. 


Since handing over her money, Miss 


Gantz has learned that her purchase | 


was not as represented, and left very 
much to be desired. Only fifteen acres 
of the eighty are tillable, she avers, 
and the remaining sixty-five acres are 
hilly. broken and mountainous; there 
is no house on the land, but only an 
open shed: no water and no pipe line, 
and the very water for domestic use 
would have to be hauled three “miles. 
To cap the climax the young’ dress- 
maker alleges that Harmon neither had 
nor has a valid,contract with the 
SouthermPacific CSmpany, and his rep. 


resentations to her were fraudulest 
and made with intent to induce her 
to make the purchase. 

Having discovered what kind of a 
purchase she had made, Miss Gantz, 
through her attorneys, served on Har- 
mon recently notice that the cantract 
was rescinded, and demanded a return 
of her money. There being no satis- 
factory result from her action, the 
present suit to recover the $525, with 
costs, was begun. 


KOLM OCASE ENDED, 


The Jary Find That the Sister 
Owned the Mortgage. 

When the sealed verdict, returned by 
the jury in the suit of Denis against the 
Kolm Bros. was opened in Judge Al- 
len’s department yesterday morning it 
was found that on both the issues the 
plaintiff had met wih defeat. In the 
first instance the jury found in favor 
of the defendant, Herman Kolm; and In 
the second in favor of the intervenor, 
Bertha Kolm, and as against the other 
defendants. 

The sum total of the suit was to have 


it declared that Herman Kolm was a 
partner with his two brothers in the 
grocery business, and that the mort- 


gage that was foreclosed in the first 
instance on the supposition that Her- 
man did occupy such a position prop- 
erly belonged to the plaintiff, who sued 


as the assignee of certain of the Kolm 
Bros.’ creditors. This the jury, by their 
verdict, have denied, and have declared 
that not only was Herman Kolm not 
a partner in the firm, but that the 
transfer of the mortgage to the sister, 
Rertha Kolm, was valid, and she had 
the best right to it. 


FATHER REFUSES AID. 


Old Man Valenzuela’s Daughter Seek- 
ing County Relief. 

On Monday morning Ramon Valen- 
zuela, an old man of the olden time 
in Los Angeles, is expected to appear 
before the Board of Supervisors and 
confer with them regarding the support 
of Mrs. Elaria Ybarra, who lives on the 
East Side, and is in very poor circum- 
stances, 

For some little time Mrs. Ybarra has 
been in réceipt of aid, both charitable 
and county, and as she has seven olive 
branchesy some of whom are quite 
young, her case was not on its fate 
without merit. When, however, it was 
discovered that her father was at least 
comfortably fixed so far as worldly 
goods are concerned, it was thought 
that he was the proper person to go to 
his daughtere’s aid. It was found that 
Ramon Valenzuela was assesssed $4300 
for realty, $3400 for improvements, and 
$115 for personal propefty, and accept- 
ing the ordinary mode of rating assegs- 
ments these amounts would represent 
in the aggregate over $19,000. The old 
man was communicated with, buf fafled 
to show up before the Supervisors, and 
sent his son instead. The son stated 
that his sister had received some help 
from her father, but that the old man 
was very short of money, and had to 
go out and borrow in order to keep his 
taxes paid up. Notwithstanding the 
board thinks that with the property he 
possesses, Valenzuela ought to be able 
to keep his own flesh and blood from, 
being a burden to the county, and with 
that end in view desire to confer with 
the old man. 


MACHINE-MADE PICTURES, 


A Physician Who Failed to Make s 
Graphascope Work. 

A rather funny little suit came toa 
trial before Justice James yesterday, 
when Dr. Charles E. Ellsworth at- 
tempted to recover from Paul Kerkow, 
propreitor of the Vienna Buffet, $15 on 
a contract. 

The plaintiff, upon going upon the 
witness stand, stated that he was a 
graduate of the Indianapolis Medical 
College, but had never practiced as a 
physician. In a small way he manu- 
factured certain pharmaceutal prepara- 
tions for sale to the drug trade, and in 
order to make trade had hit upon the 
scheme of using the graphascope and 
graphaphone as aids in his business, 
He defined the grapascope as a picture 
machine, and the graphaphone as @ 
music machine, and learnedly dis- 
coursed of the delicacy of the mechan- 
ism of both instruments. 

Dr. Ellsworth stated that he entered 
the employ of the defendant on Decem- 
ber 19, being engaged to do a “turn” 
each evening. For the first’ week all 
went well, and on Sunday night he 
received the $25, which he had stipu- 
lated for as the weekly compensation. 
Plaintiff said that the defendant, Ker- 
kow, was pleased with his show, and 
wanted it for another week, but 
thought $25 too much to pay per week. 
The plaintiff thereupon cut rates and 
consented to play the second week for 


$15. and also make certain changes, 
which Kerkow suggested. The changes 
were not a success, however. on the 


Monday night, and there was little im« 
provement on Tuesday. When-Thure- 
day night arrived Kerkow cut the mat. 
ter short bv refusing toe let plaintiff 
do his ‘‘turn,”’ and also refusing to pay 


him for that second week's work. 
The defense showed by a number of 
witnesses that during the second week 
the graphaphone was a miserable fail- 
ure: that on one night the picture 


thrown on the screen revealed a lot 
of people standing on their heads, and 
provoked great merriment among the 
audience, but not of the kind desired. 
Each night something was wrong with 
the machine, and on one occasion the 
“turn” had to be cut short. 

Upon the conclusion of the testi- 
mony the court gave jugdment in favor 
of the defendant. 


A DAMAGE SUIT. 


Fiedler Fell Down a Trap in @ 


Cafe. 
Alfred Fiedler yesterday began an 
action against Harry Althouse, pro- 


prietor of the St. Louis Café, at No. 139 
South Broadway, to recover $8075 as 
damages.

Only a few months ago McKay 
was charged with cruelty to a horse, 
but the accusation did not stick. Not 
long after he was arrested for purloin- 
ing lumber, vesterday afternoon there 
was a fire in the tailoring store on 
Spring street, and about the same hour 
the above suit was filed in court.

DAIRYMEN IN SESSION. 


Regular Quarterly Meeting Held at 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The Dairymen’s Association of South- 
ern California held its regular quar- 
terly session in the assembly-room of 
the Chamber of Commerce yesterday. 
The object of the meeting was to dis. 
cuss three bills which are now pending 
before the Legislature at Sacramento. 
The most important of the bills is that 
one entitled, an act to provide for the 
inspection of dairies, and factories of 
dairy products as to their sanitary con- 
dition, and the health of the stock, and 
to prevent the sale of milk and products 
of the milk drawn from diseased ani- 
mals, to the people of the State, and to 
prevent the spread of infectious and 


‘contagious diseases common to stock, 


and to apprapriate money therefor. 
This bill, together with one which is 
intended to prevent deception in the 
manufacture and sale of ‘short weight” 
butter, and one to prevent deception in 
the sale of process butter, was endorsed 
by the dairymen. 

A memorial resolution was adopted 
relative to the death of United States 
Senator Justin S. Morrill of Vermont. 
Senator Morrill was the father of agri- | 
cultural colleges in the various States. 
William Niles and J. R. Boal of this 


city were appointed as delegates to 
represent the dairymen at the meetin 


San Francisco, January 21, when ‘‘Con- 
servation of Water’ will be discussed. 

At the afternoon session a resolution 
was adopted in the form of a memorial 
to the State Legislature, asking thet an 
appropriation of $10,000 be made to es- 
tablish a dairy school under the direc- 
tion of the Agricultural College of the 
State University. 

The Legislature was also requested to 
amend the Constitution of the State to 
permit township government.

That is, Neither ‘Wants the Other 


to Have it in the Far East, 
and Says So. 


AGAINST THE TRADES UNION. 


pRITISH EMPLOYERS FORMING A 
GIGANTIC COMBINATION. 


Firm Fighting a Strike Will Receive 
Indemnity—Week’s Happening» 
in the Right Little, Tight 
Little Isle. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—[Special cable 
letter. Copyrighted, 1899.) When the 
American correspondents succeeded in 
impressing upon the British mind that 
Senator Foraker in his recent speech 
in ‘the United States Senate spoke only 
for himself when he suggested that the 
United States might eventually with- 
draw from the Philippines, a distinct 
sich of relief might have been read 
between the lines of the newspapers. 
Every one here assumed that be- 
cause the Senator was from the Presi- 
dent’s State he spoke -for the Presi- 
dent. and the declaration made, not 
only succeeded in giving British pub- 
lic officialdom an unpleasant shock, but 
it fell like a dash of cold water on the 
ardor of the British for an Angio- 
American understanding. They began 
to question what was the profit of this 
friendship, if America did not propose 
to back up ‘Great ‘Britain's: policy in 
the Far East’ by retaining the most im- 
portant base of operations in the event 
of war over China. 

The incident has illustrated how 
deeply the late war has left the 
United States entangled in the world’s 
policies, for one of the foremost argu- 
ments advanéed against Senator For- 
aker’s suggestion was, that the United 
States owed it to the world not to dis- 
turb the balance of power, and not to 
furnish a possible subject for war by 
throwing the Philippines into the field 
to be scrambled for by the colonizing 
nations. 

Leading editorial writers fell to pro- 
claiming most strenuously that Amer- 
‘fca’s duty to the world at large, as 
well as to the Filipinos, should con- 
strain her to establish civilization, and 
throughout the British press and in the 
club rooms and streets only one voice 
was ‘heard. The principle of the con- 
sent of the governed, all contended, 
does not apply to people who are in- 
capable of forming a rational opinion 
upon which to base their consent, and 
that. the United States stood in the 
place of parent to the Filipinos, and 
must regretfully'chastise her rebellious 
Ghildren for their own good. Many 
drew a parallel from the so-called co- 
ercion of the South into the Union. 

EMPLOYERS COMBINE. 

The power.of the trades union is 
@one. so far‘as Great Britath is ‘con- 
ed. The British employérs’ are 
rming a gigantic combination to fight 
e workmen, with their own weapons. 
he engineering federation, which 
rovead so powerful in the recent strike, 


as invited emplyers in all the 
trades to “crush the tyranny” of 
trades unionism. One object of the 
combination 


is to secure legislation 
favorable to the employers. The Rail- 
road Review asserts that one firm 
yas placed £35,000 at the disnosal of 
he organization’s parliamentary com- 
mittee, though how it could be ex- 
pended legitimately does not appear. 
If such a thing happened in: America 
it*would be called a “corruption fund.” 
ihe second object of the organization 
to secure for employers freedom to 
hake contracts with individuals in- 
stead of with the unions. The employers 
»pledge themselves not to negotiate 
directly with strikers, but to deal 
through the comsnittee of the organiza- 
tion. The backbone of the scheme is 
found in the arrangement by which a 
firm fighting a strike will receive im- 
demnity equal to its average profits. 
Even the Daily Chronicle, the work- 
ingman’s organ, warns the labor lead- 
ers that they have been carrying mat- 
ters in a little too high handed a man- 
ner, and admits that the standard day's 
work fixed by the unions is below the 
‘capacity of the average man. The

as England is concerned. It has not 
‘captured the hearts of the people, and 
is merely a political device. with two 
aims; first, to divert America’s at- 
tention from conflicting interests in 
her own hemisphere: second, make 
the United States Great Britain's cats- 
paw in her diplomatic game in the 
East. She thinks that if she . can 
point to:.the United States as an ally, 
she will be able to extort better terms 
from Russia. What America wants 
in the East is trade, and she will do 
more by codperation with Russia than 
by antagonizing Russia. The latter 
already practically controls China, and 
will give the United States what she 
wants, if friendly. It would be mad- 
ness :for England and America to at- 
tempt to coerce Russia into conces- 
sions. The combined nations of the 
warld could not whip Russia, any 
more than they could the Uniteg States. 
The most they could do would be to 
bombard a few coast towns, while Rus- 
‘eila’s railroads could pour so many sol- 
diérs into China that any the United 
States and Great Britain could send, 
would be a handful in comparison.”

WAR AGAINST WAR. 

William.T. Stead’s new paper in- 
tended to be the mouthpiece of his dis- 
armament crusade, entitled Ware 
Against War, made its appearance to- 
day. It is not a very striking produc- 
tion. its cheif feature being communi- 
cations from sympathizers, including 
some American public men. Mark 
Twain has written an article for the 
paper opening with characteristic 
humor. He says: “The Czar is in favor 
of disarmament and so am I, There 
ought to be no difficulty about the rest 
of the world.” 

A JOURNEY IN AFRICA. 

Probably there has been no such in- 
terest circling around the African 
travelers and geographers since the 
time of Henry M. Stanley’s expedi- 
tion. as has been caused by the ar- 
rival this week of a young and hith- 
erto unknown Englishman, Albert 
Bushnill Lioyd from Central Africa, 
after a rec journe yof three months 
from ‘the heart of Africa to London, 
traveling over Stanley’s route down 
the Congo to the west coast. His 
journey was in one respect more re- 
markable than Stanley’s inasmuch as 
Mr. Lloyd traveled quite alone so far 
as Europeans were concerned, and was 
accompanied by only two native 
servants and a small number of car- 
riers. Moreover, although he marched 
three weeks in the pigmy forest and 
then traversed the whole length of the 
Aruwimi River, the banks of which 
are lined with war-like cannibals, he 
never once fired a shot in self-defense. 
On the contrary, he was on cordial 
terms with bog pigmies and cannibals. 
Mr. Lloyd is already coming to be a 
celebrity, and has received a number 
of lecture offers. Possibly, later in the 
year, after the publication of a book 
based on his experiences, he will lecture 
in the United States. His journey 
west along the almost untrodden path 
from Uganda was most hazardous. His 
own friends tried to dissuade him, but 
he persisted, and on his arrival at 
Congo the Belgians could scarcely be- 
lieve that he had safely run the gaunt- 
let of pigmies and cannibals. 


EXPERIENCE WITH PIGMEES. 


On entering the great primeval forest, 
Mr. Lioyd went west for five days 
without the sight of a pigmy. Suddenly 
he became aware of their presence by 
mysterious movements among the 
trees, which he first attributed to the 
monkeys. Finally he came to a clear- 
ing, and stopped at an Arab village, 
wbhere he met a great number of pig- 
mies. ‘They told me,” says Mr. Lioyd, 
“that unknown to me they had been 
wtaching me for five days, peeping 
through the growth of the forest. 
They appeared very much frightened, 
and even when speaking, covered their 
faces. I asked a chief to allow me to 
photograph the dwarfs, and he brought 
a dozen together. I was able to secure 
a snap shot, but did not succeed in 
the time exposure, as the pigmies would 
not stand still. Then I tried to meas- 
ure them, and found not one over 
4 feet in height.. All were fully devel- 
oped, the women somewhat slighter 
than the men, I was amazed at their 
sturdiness. The men have long beards, 
reaching half-way down the chest. 
They are very timid, and will not look 
a@ stranger in the face, their beadlike 
eyes! pare constantly shifting., They 
are, it struck me, fairly intelligent. I 
had a long talk with a chief, who con- 
versed intelligently about their customs 
in the forest, and the number, of tribes- 


men. Both men and women, except 
for a tiny strip of bark, were quite 
nude. The men’ were armed with 
poisoned arrows. The chief told me the 
tribes were nomadic and never slept 
two nights in the same place. They 
just huddled together in hasitly- 
thrown-up huts. Memories of a white 
traveler—Mr. Stanley. of covrse—who 
crossed the forest years ago, still linger 
among them.” 


“EUROPEAN RIDING A SNAKE.” 


Mr. Lloyd then proceeded through 
the cannibal countries to the coast. He 
found the cannibals warlike and fierce, 
but open and straightforward, and had 
no difficulty with them. At one place, 
he put together a bicycle he had with 
him and rode about their village. A 
remarkable scene followed, thousands 
of cannabals, men, women and children 
turning out, dancing and yelling, at 
what they described as a “European 
riding a snake.” 


THE ALBANY LAUNCHED. 


American Cruiser Baptized in Brit- 
ish Waters, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEWCASTLE (England,) Jan. 14.— 
The United States cruiser Albany was 
successfully launched this afternoon in 
the presence of the United States at- 
taché of the navy, Lieut. Colwell and 
many other Americans. The Albany 
was christened by rMs. Colwell, after 
Sir Andrew Noble proposed success to 
the vessel, and in doing so regretted 
the absence of the United States 
Charge d’Affaires, Henry White, who, 
however, telegraphed wishing the Al- 
bany a successful career as a sister 
ship of the New Orleans, which, Mr. 
White added, has given great satisfac- 
tion to tr officers and crew. 

Sir Andrew Noble added that it would 
be a pleasure for the whole country 
to know that the vessel was built here 
for the United States, “because evry- 
thing tending to closen the ties be- 
tween Great Britain and the Unitea 
States must be a source of pleasure to 
every Englishman.” | 

Lieut. Colwell, in responding, said 
the guns on the New Orleans were ad- 
mittedly better than any of the Ameri- 
cans guns, and that the Americans 
were“to build their guns on the same 
model. 


ANOTHER LAUNCHING.

BELFAST, Jan. 14.—The White Star 
steamer Oceanic, the largest steamer 
ever built, w as successfully launched 
at Harland & Wolf's yard today in the 
presence of an enormous crowd.

and weighing half as much again as 
the Great Eastern. The Oceanic has

OUR CURRENCY PER CAPITA. 

The total amount of money in circu- 
lation in the United States, on Jan- 
uary 1, is given by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, in a recent statement, as $1,897,- 
301,412, being a per capita circulation 
of $25.19. The increase in the active 
monetary circulation of the country 
during the calendar year 1898 was 
$176,000,000, and that of the total 
monetary volume of the country, both 
in and outside of the treasury, 
amounted to about $235,000,000. All 
but $30,000,000 of this increase was in 
gold. 

The Springfield Republican well ob- 
serves in this connection that, “with 
free silver coinage in force and the 
mints working at their utmost capac- 
ity, the circulation could not have 
been increased by a third of what has 
been added through gold alone, and 
that amount would have been far more 
than offset by the disappearance of 
gold from circulation.” 


If the Bryan campaign had been suc- 
cessful in 1896 and a free-coinage 
system had been adopted, the entire 
volume of gold currency would have 
virtually disappeared from circulation, 
as gold would have gone to a premium 
measured by the difference between 
the bullion value of gold and that of 
silver. In such cases the dearer 
money goes out of active circulation, 
as both gold and silver went into hid- 
ing during the civil war. The with- 
drawal of the gold currency from 
active circulation would have been 
an unprecedented calamity, which 
would inevitably have plunged the 
country into panic and bankruptcy. 
The mints would have been powerless 
to relieve the situation, for if oper- 
ated night and day to the limit of 
their capacity, it would require years 
for them to turn out an amount of 
silver coin equal in volume to the 
gold coin that would have been driven 
into retirement by the’ adoption of 
free and unrestricted coinage.

SENATORIAL SCANDALS, 

‘Whatever’ may be the outcome of 
the present Senatorial contest at Sacra- 
mento, one thing is certain, the un- 
pleasant disclosures that have been 
made, and the atmosphere of corrup- 
tion that hangs around the entire 
business, will have the effect of in- 
creasing and emphasizing the strong 
demand which now exists among the 
people for a change in the law re- 
garding the election of men to the 
highest legislative body in the coan- 
try. 

The mercenary struggle that is now 
under way at Sacramento, for the pur- 
pose of electing to the Senate a man 
who is notoriously unfit, is, unfortu- 
nately, no new thing in this country. 
On the contrary, it has got to be the 
regular thing at every!’ meeting of 
every State Legislature throughout the 
country for charges of bribery and 
corruption to be made in connection 
with the election of a United Statts 
Senator. An Associated Press dis- 
patch, published in Tup TIMES a few 
days ago, announced that a commit- 
tee which had been appointed by the 
Montana Legislature to investigate al- 
leged attempts at bribing members 
in the interest of Senatorfal candi- 
dates, produced and exhibited $30,000, 
which one of the Senators alleged had 
been paid him and two colleagues to 
vote for a candidate for United States 
Senator. Such disclosures as this, 
which would have aroused a storm of 
public indignation in the early days 
of the country’s history, have become 
so lamentably common that they ex- 
cite no surpirse, and arouse scarcely 
more than a passing interest. That 
such a condition of affairs can be al- 
lowed to continue, with safety to the 
permanence of republican  institu- 
tions, is not for a moment to be ad- 
mitted. We are already coming dan- 
gerously near to the point where a 
seat in the United States Senate is 
regarded in somewhat the same light 
as a seatin the New York stock board, 
or as membership in a fashionable 
and expensive club—as something re- 
served for the privileged few, who 
can afford to round up their money- 
making career by purchasing a posi- 
tion which they could never acquire 
upon merit. 

On the other hand, we find that a 
large part of the time of our State 
legisl&tors is devoted to a struggle for 
supremacy among friends of various 
Senatorial candidates, to the neglect 
of legislative business. Impecunious 
citizens struggle for election to the 
Legislature, their main object being 
to get their hands into a Senatortal 
sack, while the current price for votes 
is referred to as unblushingly as the 
market price of hogs and wheat. 

If, this is to continue as a govern- 
ment of, for and by the people, there 
must be a change in the present

GERMAN AND AMERICAN HOUSE- 

WIVES. 
A lively discussion has been going 
forward in the columns of our two 
local German contemporaries, Ger- 
mania and the Sud-California Post, re- |’ 
garding the relative merits of Ger- 
man and American housewives. The 
discussion was started by Germania, 
which reproduced, with favorable 
comment, a contribution to the ‘New 
Free Press of Vienna, in which a Ger- 
man criticizes the women of his own 
country, from the standpoint of home- 
makers. The writer of the article 
compares German with American 
wives, and rather to the disadvantage 
of the former. He claims that the 
German home is far removed from the 
ideal; that the word “home” is un- 
known in the German language, and 
that there is no real home feeling in 
Germany. 

The editor of Germania commends 
this statement, and adds that the 
German housewife, with few excep- 
tions, does not know how to make 
home attractive to her husband, the 
result being. that most German fathers 
and grown sons spend their evenings 
at the inn, and that this is so cus- 
tomary that a German woman finds 
it inconvenient, if not unpleasant, 
when her husband occasionally spends 
the evenings at home. On the other 
hand, the editor says that American wo- 
men are always ready to receive guests, 
_or to make their husbands welcome and 
comfortable, being able to get through 
with their necessary labors in much 
shorter order than their German sis- 
ters, the conclusion of the writer be- 
ing that the inn takes the place of the 
home with the average German, be- 
caues his wife does not understand 
how to make a “home, sweet home.” 

This somewhat radical outgiving on 
part of Editor Boecklin naturally 
aroused the ire of his contemporary 
of the Post, who comes to the defense 
of the German housewife, as compared 
with those of this country. He says 
the German wife does not remain in 
bed while her husband prepares break- 
fast and brings it to her, nor does she 
set before her husband-a lunch that 
was brought from the grocer at a 
quarter to twelve, and consists mostly 
of pies and jam. The practical ar- 
rangement of housework on the ‘part 
of Americans, to. which the previous 
writer had referred, the editor of the 
Post believes to consist mainly in a 
talent for doing without work, and

Those who 
have lived in Germany and in the 
United States, and have had a chance 
to see something of family life, will 
recognize the fact that there is much 
to admire in the family life of botf 
‘countries. The differences referred to 
lie mainly in local customs, which are 
peculiar to every country. The aver- 
age German would, as a rule, find 
himself as uncomfortable and out of 
place if he were suddenly transformed 
into the head of an American faniily 
as an American pater familias would 
were he placed in charge of a family 
flat in Munich or Berlin. One thing 
is sure, there are no better wives and 
mothers than those of the United 
States, when they are not inclined to 
shirk their responsibilities of wife- 
hood and motherhood for the indolent 
life of hotels and boarding-houses. 
That they are so often thus inclined 
is a pity—and “pity ’tis, "tis true.” 


The mild criticism of Gen. Eagan 
by the War Commission and the de- 
cision of Gen. Miles that he will ignore 
thesman who used such foul language 
toward him may be satisfactory to the 
parties directly interested, but it 1s 
certainly not satisfactory to the 
American people.

It 
usually begins in one joint, which seems to 
recover at first but it soon makes its appear- 
ance in the same one, or in another joint. 
There is a gradual enlargement pain comes 
on, and is intensified when the joint is 
moved; soon becomes very rigid, stiff and 
tender, afterward motion of the joint is made 
with difficulty, and a crackling sound is 
heard the general appearance is usually a 
healthy one and digestion is not often im- 
paired; constipation is a prominent symptom 
im most cases. Treatment’ Take two Hudyan

FREQUENTLY ATTACKS ELDERLY PEO- 


IT IS VERY GRADUAL. - 


Locomotor ataxia symptoms: The outset is 
very gradual the first symptoms being sharp, 
stinging pains through the lower limbs and

eating, with beiching of food and wind, and 
a feeling of oppression in the stomach, fear 
of undertakings of the most trivial things,

foliage of the trees the phonograph 
enchants them with the balcony scene 
from Gounod's “‘Romet et Juliette.” A 
young lady is at the piano, in another 
picture, practicing a concerto for piano 
and orchestra, the “orchestra” being 
provided by the phonograph. The 
waiting-room of a dentist is filled with 
patients in various degrees of agony 
from toothache, who are half forget- 
ting their pains as the phonograph on 
the table makes merry music. An.old 
man of 70 is listening wistfully to the 
sound of his voice when he was re- 
spectively 4, 14 and 24. The street 
musician no longer strains his lungs 
by the hour, but carries a small stand 
on which. the phonograph rests, and 
a liberal supply of cylinders. He is 
introducing a new feature in strect 
music, as he has learned the individual 
tastes of the people on his rounds, and 
by taking with him a cylinder con- 
taining the special favorite of each, he 
is able to ensure a good day’é business. 
A very neat and essentially Gallic 
adaptation of the instrument is seen in 


- @ picture where a young lady is con- 


fessing into the receiver. The cylin- 
der is then sent to the curé, who re- 
turns it to her with his absolution. 
The superscription of this illustration 
is “Excellent for a Voyage.” Many 
more uses of the instrurment are shown, 
some amusing, others of great utility. 
One picture is interesting as depicting 
an arrangement that was first sug- 
gested in this country, a church ser- 
vice conducted by phonograph. The 
scene is a country church, the curé has 
been suddenly taken sick, and there is 
no substitute within enany miles. The 
church is filled with country people, 
whom it would. be .unfair to disap- 
point after they have truged miles to 
service. The phonograph is started, 
and goes gaily through the service. The 
choir sings the anthem, and then the 
phonograph gives the sermon, and 
everybody is happy. 


Pintsch Gas, 


CORRESPONDENT asks what 
there is about Pintsch gas to have 
brought it into favor for railroad 

car lighting. The railway cars through- 

oft the United States, up to the year 

1856, were illuminated by the rays of 

light from the ordinary ‘‘coal oil” lamp. 

Although six of these lamps were sus- 

pended from the roof of the car, they 

gave a wretched light. In 1856 ordi- 
nary illuminating gas began to be used 

on railroad cdts. It was supplied by a 

crude arrangement of reservoir tubes 

placed side by side, between the trucks 
and beneath the floor of the car, each 
of which was divided by a longitudinal 
diaphragm of rubber. Air was pumped 
slowly into the side not containing gas, 
from a compressed air meter placed in 
the car, thus forcing the diaphragm 
back against the opposite side of the 
tube and forcing out the gas. This 
was certainly better than the oil lamp, 
but the compression reduced the illumi- 
nating power of the gas, and the appa- 
ratus could not stand rough usage. 

These obstacles were finally overcome 

by the introduction of the so-called 

Pintsch gas, a stable compound ob- 

tained by the vaporization of naphtha 

ofl or distillate. In the _ process of 
manufacture the naphtha oil is passed 
into three cylindrical storage tanks 
having a total capacity of 14,000 gallons. 
This oil is then raised by pneumatic 
pressure to a much smaller tank of 
some fifty gallons capacity, above some 
retorts. These retorts, of which there 
are thirty-two, are arranged in sets 
of four, two above and two below, with 

a fire beneath each set. From tne 

smaller tank the oil is passed through 

small iron pipes into’ these retorts. 

Here it spreads in thin layers over the 

fires below. The gas obtained from 

the vaporization of the oil is then 
passed from the retorts into a metal 
box. which is connected with a sealing 
cistern of water, through which a con- 
tinuous stream passes, which carries 
the gas, together with a little of the 
tar formed, into what is known as the 

“tar trap.” From this point the gas 

is gradualy condensed and purified. As 

soon as it has been cooled by passage 
through water it is passed up a verti- 

cal six-inch pipe, which terminates in a 

hood. This hood is also partially filled 


‘with water, the surface of the water 
‘being an inche above .the end of the 


pipe. Over tthe end is fastened a very 
fine gauze screen, s0 that when the gas 
is -passed through, innumerable fine 
streams of it must necessarily pass 
thfough an inch of water, thus com- 
pletely cooling and removing any for- 
eign particle mingled with the gas. 
Being now free from all impurities ex- 
cept sulphur, the gas is treated with 
slaked lime, which removes that, after 
which it is passed into an immense 
meter registering up to 100,000,000 cubic 
feet. From the meter it is passed: into 
the gasometer, a large tank, from 
which it is drawn through a drier. The 
gas is next passed into hydro-carbon 
tanks, after which it is compressed by 
enormous steam compressors to a pres- 
sure of fourteen atmospheres, and 
eventually carried in mains to the 
source of consumption. While Pintsch 
gas will undoubtedly soon be displaced 
by electricity, it is a fine illuminating 
gas, and is far more able to ‘stand 
rough usage than coal gas, or even the 
brilliant acetylene gas, both of which 
@re very liable to be extinguished by 


jarring. * 


House Heating in Korea.

Oil as a Road Material. 
M MEIGS shows that America is 


at- a disadvantage in competi- 
tion with many of the world’s 
markets, 
much 


because of her bad roads, 
as the railroads have done tu 
bring the producer and the consumer 


together. It costS on an average 25 
cents per ton to market the produce 
of our farms over the country roads, 
often much more; or, the farmers 


spend as much for one mile as the 
railroads ask for 75 miles of haulage. 
Mr. Meigs believes that cheap oil is 


' going to work a revolution in country 


roads, even more strikingly than it is 


doing in railway work. An  OoOfficia: 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad is 
quoted as stating that they began 


spraying their roadbed with oil to lay 
the dust, and they now found that it 
not only laid the dust, but shed water, 
kept down the weeds, and preserved 
the ties. The quantity of oil required 
to make a good road will vary with 
the character of the soil, whether 
loam, sandy clay or gumbo. Mr. 
Meig’s instructions are that the road 


should first be smoothly graded and 
well rounded, so as to shed water; 
the oil. should be applied while the 


roadbed is dry. If the soil is filled 
with water, the oil will penetrate with 
difficulty, and much of it will be ecar- 
ried off on the wheels of passing wag- 
ons. As the oil has a tendency to 
collect in ruts and small hollows, the 
road should be well rolled after the oil 
is put on. The-rodlling forces it into 
the soil, and distributes it evenly. 
crude oil costs from 60 to 90 cents per 
barrel at the wells. Its odor is dis- 
agreeable, and oil from which the 
naphtha and kerosene has been ex- 
tracted is preferable for warm weather 
application. When cold the heavy oil 
hecemes too stiff to be applied with- 
out heating. Under those conditions 
the best way of applying it is by some 
form of spraying apparatus, using a 
jet of steam.

IN ELECTRICITY. 


The Electrical Outlook. 


HE electrical prospects for 18389 
are ably outlined by T. Commer- 
ford Martin. The year 1892 was a 

phenomenal one in the American elec- 

trical trade, but Mr. Martin looks to 

1899. with its wider range of arts, to 

far surpass it. The business in sight, 

all along the line, is prodigious, For 
the investor, electric lighting and 
street-railway properties will be boun- 
tiful money. breeders. The era of 
cheap electricity is at hand. While 
the electric street railway has been 
well developed in the last ten years, 
and every good chance in the cities 
has been seized, in lighting the situa- 
tion is wholly different. Benefiting by 


economies in production of current on. 


a large scale, which the railway men 
have taught them, the lighting compa- 
nies are in a position of commanding 
advantage.*The electric lighting field, 
which is now very much under-devel- 
oped, will rapidly show in enormous 
expansion, the effects of the notable 
reductions that have been going on 
in the price of lamps, motors, heaters, 
etc., placed on their circuits by con- 
sumers. While calling attention to the 
lack of unanimity of sentiment still 
existing among gas, electric lighting

and electric-railway interests, Mr. Mar- 
tin predicts that out of the efforts 
already being manifested to bring about 
intelligent cojperation and unification 
of management, will be created a series 
of the best properties’ ever dealt in 
by the financial centers, the opposi- 
tions. between such interests being_in 
reality all fictitious and fugitive. The 
horse, in cities’ unquestionably, is 
doomed, both for passenger service and 
for expressage and truckage. Cheap 
cabs and cheap drays will soon fill up 
streets. The city stables, with their 
noxious odors, and unhealthiness, must 
go, and their place will be taken by 
large mechanical vehicle corporations, 
which will operate their own services, 
and conduct charging stations in va- 
rious parts of each big city. ‘The out- 
look for American electrical export, 
as in so many other branches of com- 
merce is unprecedented. In the two 
weeks ending 1898, there were exports 
worth $71,000 to thirty-two different 
countries and ports, and in October 
and November the auantity of elec- 
trical goods sent out of the country 
was twice that of the corresponding 
months im 1897. 
the manufactcre of 5000 automobile 
carriages for a foreign market, which 
went the rounds of the papers about 
two weeks ago, indicates an activity 
which is equalled, and even surpassed, 
in other electrical lines. The vast home 
market puts the American electrical 
manufacturer in the very van of the 
cheapest production for the whole 
world. Mr, Martin is cautious in fore- 
casting the outcome of the present 
movement in “independent telephony.” 
The low rates of service offered in same 
places cannot be kept up, and after 
the fleld is weeded of the weaklings, 
the “next question will be whether 
the public wants to maintain two or 
three systems in any given city, no 
matter how good. Then, if there 
comes consolidation, how high must 


| rates go to cover the two capitaliza- 


tions? Meanwhile, a great extension 
is going on of private-line telephony. 
Pretty soon every servant will answer 
the door telephone, and not a bell.”’ 
The American telegraph service is 
progressing quietly, but this country 
must soon build ocean cables. It has 
the factories and the talent, and all 
that is now needed is the ordér to do 
it. There will be a great quickening 
in the modification by the trolley of 
the operation of steam roads, which 
will recognize the trolleys not as suck- 
ers. but as feeders, and then electrify 
their own main line, furnishing current 
to all services alike, from power sta- 
tions along the line. Electricity means 
economy, earning power, service to 
the publiaqa and the permanent main- 
tenance of good dividends. “This ap- 
plies not less to systems, like the Man- 
hattan Elevated (New York.) which. 
letting ‘I dare not’ wait upon ‘I would,’ 
sees its way traffic disappear, and its 
through traffic threatened by an under- 
ground run with electric current. A 
short passenger haul that depends on 
steam is lost forever, no matter how 
slowly the change works out.” 


Upper Air Regions. 

ROF. TROWBRIDGE, in discuss- 

ing Tesla’s proposal to transmit 
electric power hundreds of miles 
through the air without wires, points 
out that anyone attempting to make 
his way into the upper strata of the 
blanket of air which protects us from 


The item concerning 


the extreme cold of outer space would 
undertake a very uncomfortable task. 
To reach even the edge of the upper 
air regions, he would need to carry 
with him air to breathe and fuel to 
burn;, for at the paltry distance of 
ten miles above the earth the air ie 
too thin to support respiration, and 
the thermometer would register far 
below zero. If a mountain peak of 
the earth could rise to such a height 
it would be a lifeless region of per- 
petual snow. Eternal silence would 
reign, as there would be no medium 
for the propagation of sound waves. 
In such a region, a man in a balloon 
would speak in vain to his comrade, 
for he could not make himself heard. 
He would no longer see the twinkling 
of the stars, for this scintillation is 
due to the movements of the earth’s 
atmosphere, which at that height 
would be extremely rarified. But, al- 
though sound could not travel, elec- 
tricity could, and it would pass along 
these upper air ways almost as easily 
as it would through a metal conduc- 
tor. Even much nearer the earth 
there would be @ path of great con- 
ductivity for the current. But Proeé. 
Trowbridge, while recognizing the 
hypothetical possibility of Tesla’s 
scheme, questions its. practicability. 
His recent experiences with very high 
electromotive forces lead him to bhe- 
lieve that great difficulty would be met 
in preventing the escape of the current 
from the generating apparatus to the 
earth, for, under an electrical pres- 
sure of two or three million volts, at- 
mospheric air, even at the surface of 
the earth, is a fair conductor. Be- 
fore the region of the greatly  in- 
creased conductivity which would be 
necessary could be reached, the elec- 
tricity would have deserted the ter- 
minal raised to that height, and 
would have flowed to the ground, in- 
stead of taking the path through the 
air to the distant Station. 


Electric Power Transmission, 

NEW candy factory erected at 

Hammersmith, England,’ has an 

important installation of § alter- 
nate-current electric motors for driv- 
ing the machinery. There are in all 
fourteen motors, each of which, with 
one or two exceptions, drives its own 
machine. A special feature of the in- 
Stallation in the ease with which the 
motors can be started by the various 
attendants. It has been noticed in 
several cases where the motors have 
been bespattered with sticky sugar and 
chocolate their working is not affected 
in the slightest degree. On the other 
hand had they been fitted with ex- 
posed commutators, as in the continu- 
ous-current serious trouble 
enight have ensued.

EASTERN EXCHANGE HIGHER. 
-The week closed with another small 
advance in the rates in eastern ex- 
change. Sterling on.the coast and in 
New York remains steady. 


LOCAL CLEARINGS. For the past 
week the exchanges brought to the 
local clearing-house amounted to $1,- 
681,980, compared with $1,806,583.70 for 
the previous week, and $1,483,728.05 for 
the same week in 1898. The first week 
of the year is notably a large one in 
the transfer of money. The increase 


this year over last is about $200,000, or 
nearly 14 per cent. 


NATIONAL CLEARANCES. The 
clearing-houses of fifty-nine cities in 
tht United States report for last week 
exchanges aggregating the unparalleled 
eum of $1,940,605,370, or 34.5 per cent. 
more than in the corresponding week 
in 1898. This increase is more than 
one-third, and in figures would be 
more than $500,000,000. It is $200,000,000 
larger than the great record made the 
first week of last November, which set 
that week as the record one for com- 
parison. The week just passed is now 
the record week, to which all com- 
parisons are to be nade. _ It will be 
little short of wonderful if it is equaled 
in many weeks to come. Immense 
dealings in iron and iron products and 
breadstuffs for example are the main 
uses for which so many checks were 
drawn. Speculative stocks have aided 
to swell the total,, and exports of 
manufactures do thair part. 

COMMERCIAL. 

INCREASED COFFEE IMPORTS. 
The figures of the treasury bureau of 
statistics show that the coffee impor- 
tation of the last year has been the 
heaviest in the history of the country, 
and the tea importation the lightest in 
many years. The importation of coffee 
in the calendar year 1897 was more than 
$00,000,000 pounds, and the figures for 
1898 will be about the same. Reduced to 
tons, says the American Grocer, the 
total importation for the year 1898 
would be 400,000 tons, requiring for its 
tranBportation 27,000 cars which, if

This 
country is by far the largest coffee con-

In 
only two countries—Holland and Den- 
mark—is the per capital consumption 
larger than that of the United States, 
Holland's being about 23 pounds and 
Denmark’s 15 pounds. On the other 
hand, the per capita consumption is 
only 5% pounds in Germany, 34% pounds 
in France, and less than one pound in 
Great Britain. Coffee is the largest ar- 
ticle of export from Porto Rico, and the 
Production there can be greatly in- 
creased, since a very large proportion of 
the island is capable of producing cof- 
fee, which grows most successfully on 
the highlands and the mountain sides.

Shares and Money.

NEW YORK, Jan. 14.--The transac- 
tions on the Stock Exchange today 
were the largest for a two-hour ses- 
sion in many years, and had the same 
volume continued for the usual five 
hours’ trading, it would have been 
within a quarter of a million of two 
million shares. As it was, there were 
nearly 700,000 shares dealt in, and the 
average net rise in prices was from 
one to two points in the shares which 
figured most extensively in the deal- 
ings. There was a division of interest 
fram the Pacifics into higher-priced 
stocks, the Grangers being the gainers. 

The excitement on the floor of the 
Stock Exchange was tremendous. 
There was an unusually large at- 
tendance of brokers for the short ses- 
sion, as the constant influx of out- 
side orders, rendered it necesary for 
the large dealers to transfer consider- 
able of their business to the hands of 
smajier brokers at the regular com- 
mission between members. 

Stocks opened buoyant and active. 
High-priced records passed unnoticed 
in the confusion. Brokers fought to 
execute orders, and simultaneous trans- 
actions in..many shares were widely 
apart. London had early received 
large purchasing orders from this side, 
and the quotations from that quarter 
showed general advances. The rapid- 
ity of the rise brought. out immense 
blocks on realizing sales, but the sus- 
tained buying power of the market ab- 
sorbed all offerings after a temporary 
reaction, and prices again mounted up- 


warg. 

The market halted momentarily 
pending the publication of the weekly 
bank statement, but on its appearance, 
showing as it did, increases of $4,732,- 
700 in the surplus reserve, and $3,-

Financial Review. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—The Financier 
says: “In the face of a continued de- 
mand for funds, the New York banks 
are gaining cash and adding to their 
reserves in large amounts. It had 
anticipated that banks would show a 
gain as a result of the past six days 
business, but the increase was much 
larger than earlier éalculations called 
for. The steady gain in specie reflects 
continued receipts, not only from the 
West, but from other points as well, 
In fact, the gain is exclusively from 
outside shipments, since the present 
operations with the treasury are result- 
ing in weekly losses to the New York 
banks. The expansion in loans, coming 
after the decrease of the week ending 
January 7, is only logical. Stock deal- 
ings are on such an enormous scale 
that borrowing on collateral is resum- 
ing the activity noted during the close 
of the year. It is not probable that the 
loans represent sterling operations, as 
under present circumstances liquida- 
tion is more in order than expansion. 
The heavy cash receipts, coupled with 
the loan increase are responsible for 
the addition of nearly $9,000,000 to the 
deposit account, and as increased re- 
quirements necessitated an addition of 
more than $2,250,000 to that fund, the 
gain in excess cash was only $4,732,700. 
The surplus reserve is now $28,263,075, 
an amount larger than has been re- 
ported since August 20 last, when re- 
serves were $95,000,000 less and loans 
neerly $45,000,000 below present totals. 
As the movement toward New York is 
likely to add heavily to the already idle 
cash here, it is only natural to antici- 
pate an easy market for money for a 
long time to come, accompanied by con- 
tinued stock exchenge transactions on 
a larger scale. Of course, unforeseen 
cash may aperate to check the activity 
now so prominent, but even this may 
tend to favor indefinite expansion. 
With money abroad approaching our 
own level, gold import talk has sub- 
sided.
